SECOND DAY. 

Wednesday, Nov. 10th, 1886. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment.

The Journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

The President then announced that the next business in 
order was the election of permanent officers.

The President announced that Mr. Samford was duly and 
constitutionally elected President of the Senate for the term 
prescribed by law. 

On motion of Mr. Brown, the President appointed the fol¬ 
lowing committee, viz : Messrs. Brown, Mitchell and Hamill, 
to notify Mr. Samford of his election and conduct him to 
the chair. Mr. Samford was conducted to the chair, and be¬ 
ing introduced to the Senate by the President, Hon. Thomas 
Seay, addressed the Senate, as follows: 

MR. PRESIDENT:—Thank you for the kind words you have 
spoken. That gratitude is not lessened by the knowledge 
that they are the promptings of a gentle and generous na¬ 
ture ; nor by the fact that not the least of the difficulties 
which surround me is the high standard erected by your 
able, dignified, courteous and impartial administration of 
this delicate trust. 

In accepting this position, gentlemen of the Senate, to 
which 1 have been unanimously elected, I offer to you 
grateful acknowledgments for having brought me to this 
honorable estate. Grateful I am to our honorable Presi¬ 
dent—doubly grateful to you. His were gentle words— 
yours is a generous act. These pleasurable emotions are 
saddened alone by the reflection that some whom we ex¬ 
pected to meet on this occasion are beyond our friendly 
greetings. The venerable Foster, the dignified and courte¬ 
ous Moren, the judicial and affable Henry, and the beloved 
and brilliant Bowden have laid their burdens down on the 
wayside of life, and in the midst of their usefulness, bowed 
their manly forms to death's remorseless sickle. I pause a 
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moment to lay this humble tribute on the graves of my 
friends and turn to meet with you the demands of the 
living. 

The responsibilities resting upon us as one branch of a 
co-ordinate department of our State are not lightly assumed 
by the thoughtful. More than two decades have passed 
since the closing scenes in the bloodiest chapter of Ameri¬ 
can history. And more than one since the anarchy, the 
faithlessness in high places and the unholy methods inci¬ 
dent to that carnival of death. We stand to-day in the 
bright light of a sun risen from the dark nights of despair 
and gloom of the long gone by. 

It is not expected that the subjects of legislation should 
be presented by me now with any elaborateness of detail. 

It may not be inappropriate, however, to state generally, 
that it will be our bounden duty, and I doubt not our real 
pleasure to lighten, as far as an economical and honest ad¬ 
ministration of the affairs of State will warrant, the bur¬ 
dens of government. Let us not forget that every dollar of 
taxation not absolutely demanded by the necessities of the 
State, is an unrighteous and heartless disregard of the 
rights of our brothers who are toiling in sun and rain for an 
honest livelihood. The oppression of them by reckless 
and extravagant expenditure is treason against our own 
blood. 

Another matter that challenges our friendly and careful 
consideration, is the agricultural interests of the State. A 
large majority of the people of this State are agricultural¬ 
ists. The destruction of institutions, the outgrowth of a 
century, and the demoralization of labor consequent there¬ 
on, have devolved upon, the farming classes, the solution of 
problems, delicate in their demonstrations in which time 
and wise legislation are important factors, The employer 
should be protected against reckless and criminal disregard 
of his rights ; and the laborer is entitled to have by law the 
fruit of honest toil. These ends are to be attained by con¬ 
servative and humane statutes. 

The thriving cities and towns of Alabama remind us that 
our State is taking her place in the commercial world, and 
need to be honestly and fearlessly considered. 

The whir of machinery, the ring of the anvil, the smoke 
of a thousand furnaces, that are heard and seen amid the 
hills and mountains of the good State, give unmistakable 
evidence that our people are soon to stand in the front ra nk 
of a mining and manufacturing people. A wise and com- 
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prehensive statesmanahip will see to it that our legislation 
do not retard, much less destroy, the earnest efforts of those 
who seek to develop the hidden wealth that fill the mount¬ 
ains of our State. Rather let us hold up the hand of enter¬ 
prise that seeks to enrich the State by opening new fields of 
labor, and without a particle of sectional jealously recognize 
the truth that the prosperity of one part of Alabama en¬ 
riches the whole. 

The public school houses filled with the little bright boys 
and girls, and the large attendance on our colleges of young 
men and women evince the gratifying fact that all classes of 
our citizens are keenly alive to educational interests. If pub¬ 
lic education be a great error, as some contend, that error will 
have to be demonstrated beyond cavil by thorough experi¬ 
ment before it will be accepted. Whether we will or not, no 
step backward can be taken on this great question for the 
present. We should entertain such remedial legislation 
as will bring the system up to practical and beneficial re¬ 
sults 

Above agricultural, commercial, mining, educational and 
all other industrial interests, it is a matter of profound 
gratification that the manhood of this grand commonwealth 
are organizing and arming for the moral battle of the 
future. The lines of vice and crime are shortening. The 
youth of the State is being guarded with parental solici¬ 
tude against the haunts of dissipation and vice. A firm, 
fixed, irresistible detennination is settling itself in the 
minds and hearts of the fathers and mothers in Alabama, 
that vice shall be stripped of its charms and its haunts 
broken up. While the ends of government must not be 
stretched to improper lengths, in the name of common 
humanity let all legal means be adopted to build up the 
temples of virtue and tear down the dens of vice. 

Gentlemen of the Senate, I commend to your patriotic 
consideration these things, not intending to ignore other 
important objects of legislation that deserve careful atten¬ 
tion. 

They have a right to expect from you the exercise of wis¬ 
dom, thought and consideration in all your actions. 

I accept with profound gratitude the honorable station to 
which you have assigned me, relying on the sincerity and in¬ 
tegrity of purpose that shall animate my conduct; relying 
on your generous indulgence and aid ; but beyond and far 
above these resources, I commit the responsibilities I have 
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assumed to the direction of that divine hand that controls 
the destinies of nations and men. 

And now, Mr. President, I am ready to take the oath of 
office and enter upon the discharge of my duty. 

The oath of office was then administered to Mr. Samford 
by the President.

Resolved further, That a committee of three be appointed 
by the President to determine and report as to what stand¬ 
ing committees are necessary for the transaction of Senate 
business, and the number of members for each of such com¬ 
mittees.

Mr. Cabaniss offered a resolution, which was adopted as 
follows : 

Resolved, That the Doopkeeper be and he is hereby re¬ 
quired to procure from the Secretary of the State for each 
member, who may apply for it, a copy of the Code of 1876, 
and also such copies of the Acts, Journals and all stationery 
that might be applied for. 

Mr. Brown offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved d by the Senate, the House concurring, That a joint 
committee of five, two from the Senate and three from the 
House, be appointed to prepare and report joint rules for 
the two Houses of this General Assembly.

MESSAGE. 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, MONTGOMERY, ALA. 
Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

The people of the several counties of Alabama, reposing 
especial trust and confidence in your honesty, capacity, and 
fidelity to the Constitution, ,and assured of your firmness, 
prudence, discretion, and sound judgment, have for the 
time being ; charged you with the exercise of the law-making 
power of the State, and at the commencement of your ar¬ 
duous and difficult labors it is my duty to communicate to 
you information of the condition of the commonwealth, and 
present to you estimates of the amount of money to be 
raised by taxation for all purposes. 

THE CONDITION OF THE STATE. . 

During the past two years, the State has been peculiarly 
blest. No fatal epidemic has prevailed within its borders. 

No great disaster has befallen its people. The public 
peace has everywhere been preserved. The laws have been 
faithfully executed. Life has been secure and property has 
been protected. The cost of government has been lessened 
and taxes collected for the public use have been economi¬ 
cally expended. Favoring seasons have given satisfactory 
returns to the labors of the husbandman. Agricultural 
prosperity has stimulated and rewarded commercial and 
manufacturing enterprise. Its mineral resources have chal¬ 
lenged the attention of the world, and eager capital from 
remote countries hastens to their development. Strong- 
armed men come with capital, and their skill and industry 
transmute native coal and iron are into gold. Its property 
has increased inn productiveness and value. Its people 
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prosperous, and reasonably expecting greater prosperity, 
are contented and hopeful, and, no longer fleeing from the 
evils of bad government to unknown ills in other States, 
believe it the best of all countries, and are beautifying and 
adorning the homes of their children and children's chil¬ 
dren. Emigration has ceased. Immigration responds to 
the solicitations of its matchless climate and incomparable 
material and social advantages. From other States and 
other climes, industrious men and women are coming to 
this fairest of Southern lands, where health is found un¬ 
sought, and competence is the sure reward of honest toil. 

THE FINANCES OF THE STATE. 

The Legislature of 1882-3 reduced the tax rate and in¬ 
creased the appropriations. This followed the defalcation 
of the State Treasurer for about a quarter of a million dol¬ 
lars. The apprehension that these measures might result 
in the State's inability to meet obligations maturing within 
the next two years, stimulated all classes of revenue officers 
to extraordinary diligence in the performance of their 
duties, and to stricter compliance with the requirements of 
law. The immediate result was a better collection of taxes 
and more prompt returns to the treasury. The execution 
of the stringent measures then adopted, called attention to 
the laxity that had prevailed in the administration of the 
revenue laws, and to the evil consequences resulting there¬ 
from. A thorough and far-reaching reform was instituted 
in all the methods of that department of the government. 
Every requirement of the law, both as to time and manner, 
was insisted upon; and no delinquency, whether of form or 
substance, has since been permitted to pass unnoticed. 

These exactions at first seemed onerous to tax collectors 
and others affected by them, and gave rise to some remon¬ 
strance and complaint; but experience has shown their util¬ 
ity, and none are now better satisfied with them, or have 
better reasons to be, than the collecting officers themselves, 
who are no longer harrassed from year to year by demands 
for the adjustment of unsettled accounts or pressure for the 
payment of past due claims. 

The Auditor's Report for the year ending September 
30th, 1878, showed balances against tax collectors aggregat¬ 
ing $221,391.73. These balances had in part been carried 
forward from previous years, the full settlements required 
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by law, and of course the full payments, not having been 
made in each year, and credits were to be allowed in some 
cases. Two years later, the aggregate of balances standing 
against collectors had been reduced to $45,293.31. In 1884 
the retiring Auditor was enabled to say, that for taxes ac¬ 
cruing during the preceding four years, there was unpaid 
but $25,039.33, exclusive of some balances due for licenses, 
for the collection of which suits had been instituted in all 
cases where the amount exceeded one hundred dollars. He 
had collected during this period of four years, of taxes pre¬ 
viously due, $75,120.14. In 1885, taxes of former years 
were collected to the amount oi $30,940; and taxes due for 
that year -were uncollected to the amount of only $2,626.93, 
nearly half of which was for one county, where the death 
of the collector, after a long illness, had interrupted his 
work and delayed settlement. At the close of the last year, 
every dollar charged against collectors for the year had 
been paid, except in one county fifty dollars, and some 
small amounts in litigation instituted by collectors against 
certain corporations. 

The Treasury balance September 30th, 1884, was $224,832. 
The receipts at the Treasury from all sources during the 
year ending September 30th, 1885, were $962,462.83, and the 
disbursements from it were $916,924.52, leaving a balance 
of $270,370.31, of which $239,500.10 belonged to the general 
fund and was available for ordinary purposes. The Treas¬ 
ury receipts from all sources for the year ending September 
30th, 1886, were $888,724.33, and the disbursements for all 
purposes $118,366.70, leaving a balance of $340,727.94, 
of which $71,273.85 were special funds. Of the special 
funds, $39,586.90 was to the credit of the convict system, 
and should be transferred to the general fund at the 
close of each year. 

During the two years ending September 30th, 1886, 
the total receipts at the Treasury, on the Auditor's certificates, 
were $2,076,019.16, and the total disbursements from the 
Treasury on Auditor's warrants, $1,735,291.22. 

This statement does not show the operation of the reve¬ 
nue laws or the amount of taxes collected of the people. 

As early as possible in the first month of each fiscal year 
the State Auditor is required to draw his warrant on the 
tax: collector of each county, in favor of the county super¬ 
intendent of education, for the full amount of the school 
fund appropriated to the county. This warrant is to be 
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paid, from time to time, by the tax collector, out of any 
State tax that may come into his possession, in the propor¬ 
tion that the amount of the warrant bears to the whole 
amount of taxes that will probably be collected in the 
county. As the tax collector is required to make monthly 
payments into the Treasury, it follows that monthly pay¬ 
ments are made on the warrant held by the county superin¬ 
tendent. If any part of this warrant be unpaid on the first 
day of May, the balance is drawn from the State Treasury. 

The amounts paid on these warrants do not pass through 
the Treasury, and do not appear in the Auditor's general 
statement of receipts and disbursements, or on the Treas¬ 
urer’s books, at all. 

In 1885, $323,271.04 was paid by the tax collectors to 
county superintendents, and only $25,432.40 was paid to 
them from the Treasury. In 1886, the tax collectors paid 
to the county superintendents $322,804.08, and the Treasuer 
paid only $18,145.08. In the two years ending September 
30th, 1886, the tax collectors paid into the State Treasury 
$1,363,365.08, and paid to the county superintendents, to be 
kept in the counties, $646,075.12. 

In addition, the entire poll tax is paid to the county su¬ 
perintendents, and is not reported to the Auditor, but to 
the State Superintendent. This amounted in 1885 to $ 138,- 
009.91, and in 1886 to probably $150,000. 

In 1885 and 1886, the total amount of the taxes collected 
from the people (exclusive of county, city and special taxes) 
in one form or another, on property, for licenses, in fees, 
and on polls, was §2,597,673.91 (not including $187,588.37 
received at the Treasury from other sources than taxes), of 
which $934,075.12 was received and paid out in the counties, 
and did not come into the Treasury. To these aggregates 
should be added about $40,000.0 , derived from licenses in 
Mobile, and paid through the superintendent to the schools 
of the county. 

Since 1875, the taxable value of property in the State has 
been as follows: 1876, $135,535,792; 1877, $130,709,- 
138.57 ; 1878, $126,773,262.85 ;1879, $123,757,072.85 ; 1880, 
$139,077,328.22; 1881, $152,920,115.14; 1882, $151,520,551.- 
25 ; 1883, $158,578,157.00 ; 1884, $167,124,594.49 ; and 1885, 
$172,528,933.82. All the assessors' returns have not been 
received for 1886, but it is safe to assume the valuation will 
reach $175,000,000. 

The bonded indebtedness of the State is now $9,193,900.

Of this $7,700,000 bears interest at four per cent., $539,000 
five per cent., and $954,000 at six per cent. Since the first 
of July last, interest on Class "A" bonds has advanced from 
three per cent, to four per cent., increasing the annual 
charge tor interest about $67,500. The total interest per 
annum on the outstanding bonds is $392,226. This is 
promptly paid at maturity, as is every obligation of the 
State. 

Owing to the increased interest on the bonded debt, the 
expense of the present session of the General Assembly, 
and the cost of codifying the public statutes, the expendi¬ 
tures for the current year will probably considerably exceed 
the receipts. For the year ending September 30th, 1886, 
the Auditor estimates the receipts at $1,157,500, and the 
disbursements at $1,297,030, and for the year ending Sep¬ 
tember 30th, 1887, he estimates the receipts at $ 1,157,500, 
and the disbursements at $1,182,530. 

The ability and thoroughness of the Auditor, his zeal 
and energy in the discharge of his duties, and his success¬ 
ful administration of the revenue department, give great 
weight to his carefully considered suggestions and recom¬ 
mendations. 


THE DEBT SETTLEMENT. 

The settlement of the old bonded debt of the State under 
the act of February 26th, 1876, has not been entirely closed. 
About $250,000 of old bonds convertible into new Class "A" 
bonds, and about $200,000 of the endorsed Alabama and 
Chattanooga Railroad bonds, are still outstanding. They 
were widely scattered in this country and in other countries, 
and in some cases their holders may not yet be informed of 
the provision made for them, in others they are probably in 
the hands of trustees, executors or guardians, who are un¬ 
willing to assume possible liability by converting them into 
the new bonds, and some are doubtless lost and destroyed. 
Some will never again be heard of, and others will come in 
after many years. There are yet out a few of the bonds 
issued in 1833, which might have been renewed and extended 
any time between 1865 and 1876, but are not provided for 
in the act of the latter year. Since October, 1884, new 
bonds have been issued under this act to the amount of 
$24 800. 

Under the act of February 26th, 1876, the State released 
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to the holders of the bonds issued under the act of Febru¬ 
ary 11th, 1870, and loaned to the Alabama and Chattanooga 
Railroad Company, in discharge and satisfaction of all lia¬ 
bility thereon, all its liens and right to the lands and other 
property mortgaged to it by the railroad company to secure 
the bond loan, and this property was assigned, transferred 
and conveyed to trustees for the use and benefit of the 
bondholders. This trust was to continue until May 1st, 

1886, when it was to be closed, and all money, lands or 
other property then in the hands of the trustees was to be 
distributed among the holders of those bonds who by that 
time should have presented and surrendered them to the 
State, and all the bonds not thus presented and surrendered 
were to be barred of all right to participation in the bene¬ 
fits of the trust or to share in the proceeds thereof. On 
the first of May last, eighteen hundred and eighty-three of 
the two thousand bonds had been surrendered to the State, 
and certificates had been issued for each of them. No pro¬ 
vision is made for the remainder of the bonds. 

THE STATE TREASURY. 

The money of the State is all in the Treasury. The con¬ 
stitution and laws forbid any other disposition of it. It 
can not be elsewhere on loan or deposit. Its safe-keeping 
is amply provided for. A fire-proof vault and the strongest 
money-chest ever made in this country, guarantee its secu¬ 
rity from without. Robbers can not break in and steal it. 

The integrity and capacity of the Treasurer guarantee its 
safety within. The books of the office are accurately and 
systematically kept; and all its business is transacted in 
the manner and form prescribed by law. In every respect, 
the present management of this office leaves nothing to be 
desired. 

The Treasurer is required to give an official bond for two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. It is right that a bond 
should be required. The bond is not excessive. But there 
are few men who can give security for such a sum. There 
are few bonds for so great an amount that could stand the 
test of resistance to collection in the event of a forfeiture. 

The best surety would be that of an accepted Guarantee 
Company. This would cost as much as the Treasurer's 
salary, perhaps more ; and could only be taken at the ex¬ 
pense of the State. It would give security for the public 
2 
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funds. It would relieve the Treasurer of what may well be 
a painful sense of obligation to personal friends. In an 
always possible contingency, it would protect him against 
solicitations to wrong-doing that might prove fatal to a 
weak man pressed by those -who have the power to with¬ 
draw the support which continues him in office. The treas¬ 
urer of this year may not be Treasurer next year. The 
strength and integrity that guard the public funds to- day, 
may be lacking in that vast trust hereafter. Provision 
might now be made for the future, that even a poor man of 
sufficient character and ability may qualify in this office, 
and for the protection of the State against loss under any 
circumstances. 

EXAMINATION OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

The Act of February 23rd, 1883, authorized the employ¬ 
ment of an expert accountant to audit and examine the 
books, accounts, and vouchers of all public officers who re¬ 
ceive or pay out any of the public funds. The Act of Feb¬ 
ruary 16th, 1885, extended the examination thus provided 
for to the books and accounts of the University, the Insane 
Hospital, the Agricultural and Mechanical College, the In¬ 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb and Blind, and the Normal 
schools. Mr. James W. Lapsley, whose services were 
fortunately secured on the passage of the first Act, has been 
engaged in this work, at first in the offices of the Capitol, 
and afterwards, as occasion required, in the county offices 
and State institutions. He has found and corrected many errors, 
mainly caused by carelessness, ignorance of forms, 
indifference to details, or incompetency, and has recovered 
to the treasury about twenty thousand dollars. His work 
has been useful, not because those whose books and ac¬ 
counts have been examined are dishonest, but because many 
of these, untrained to business methods, and unconscious 
that they are parts of a complicated system whose efficient 
operation depends on the exactness and promptness of each 
of those composing it, have not appreciated the necessity of 
a careful and strict observance of all the requirements of the 
laws enacted for their direction and government. Here and 
there, one of the great number of those chosen to positions 
of trust and responsibility in the State and its counties has 
forgotten his obligations to his fellow men and proved re¬ 
creant to honor and duty ; but these are exceptions, few in 
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number. The great body of those who hold office now, or 
have held office here of late years, are honorable and true 
men, faithful and trustworthy, who serve the State capably 
and acceptably. Some of these have lacked the training to 
fit them for their official duties, and have fallen into errors 
subjecting themselves to annoyance and others to loss. 
These welcome the visits of the Examiner of Accounts, and 
profit by the instruction he gives them. Through his pub¬ 
lished reports, his instructions are communicated to every 
part of the State ; and those who never see him are taught 
to avoid mistakes that might require his personal attention. 
The effect of these examinations is felt to the extremities of 
the revenue system, exciting; its agents to greater diligence, 
accuracy and promptness, and is manifest in all the opera¬ 
tions of the department. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

In the first days of October of each year, the Auditor fur¬ 
nishes to the Superintendent of Education a certificate 
showing the amount to the credit of the educational fund 
for the year. It is then the duty of the superintendent to 
set apart " a sufficient amount to pay such expenses of the 
department of education as by law shall be payable out of 
such fund, the amount necessary to cover the expenses of 
normal schools, and to apportion all the balance of such 
fund among the several townships and school districts in 
the State." In making this apportionment, " the Superin¬ 
tendent of Education shall first set apart to each township 
or other school district the amount due from the State to 
each district as interest ,on the sixteenth section fund, or 
other trust fund held by the State," and townships or dis¬ 
tricts " which have an income from trust funds, or from 
lease or sale of their sixteenth section lands, shall not re¬ 
ceive anything out of the balance of the educational fund to 
be apportioned until all other townships or districts having 
no trust fund shall have received from the general fund 
such sum as will give them an equal per capita apportion¬ 
ment with the townships and districts having such trusts 
and income." There are 1784 townships and separate dis¬ 
tricts in the State, and the apportionment of the school 
fund among these, on the basis of school population, and 
between the races, in each, is a labor that occupies the time 
of the department of education the first month of the fiscal 
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year. County superintendents have until November first to 
make their reports to the State Superintendent, and these 
are to be audited and entered on the general ledger of the 
office before the State Superintendent can begin the prepara¬ 
tion of his annual report, which, therefore, does not reach 
the Governor for his infonnation, and for transmission to 
the General Assembly, at the beginning of its sessions. 

The report of the State Superintendent of Education for 
the year ending September 30th, 1885, dated January 11th, 
1886, shows a total school revenue for that year of 
$511,540.05, of which $21,500 was paid to the nonnal 
schools, and the balance apportioned among the common 
schools. There were taught during the year 3,647 schools 
for white children and 1,744 schools for colored children. 

Of white teachers there were 3,565, and of colored teachers 
1,827. The total number of teachers employed was 5,392, 
an increase of 210 over the preceding year. The average 
monthly pay of teachers in the white schools was $23.76, 
and of teachers in the colored schools $22.78. The average 
total amount paid to each teacher was $100.22. The total 
white school population was 233,901, of which 143,037 were 
enrolled in the schools. The total colored school popula¬ 
tion was 186,512, of which 90,872 were enrolled in the 
schools. The statistics for the year ending September 30th 
last will not vary greatly from those of the preceding year. 

The school fund is composed of interest on the sixteenth 
section fund at six per cent., interest on the valueless six¬ 
teenth section fund at six per cent., interest on the surplus 
revenue fund at four per cent., annual appropriations, and 
the poll tax. 

This fund is disbursed to the teachers through the county 
superintendents, to whom almost the whole of it is paid by 
tax collectors in the several counties, and unexpended bal¬ 
ances remain from year to year in their lands. Teachers 
are paid quarterly, on the first days of January, April, July, 
and October. The county superintendents, by the close of 
October in each year, have warrants on the tax collectors 
for the whole amount apportioned to their respective coun¬ 
ties. During each month the tax collectors pay, or ought 
to pay, to the superintendents, on these warrants, of taxes 
collected by them, sums in the proportion that the amount 
of each warrant bears to the amount of taxes probably to 
be collected in the county. If by the first day of May the 
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warrant is not paid in full, the balance is drawn from the 
State treasury, 

In 1885, exclusive of the poll tax, there was paid by col¬ 
lectors to superintendents $323,271.04, and in 1886, $322,- 
804.08, while they drew from the treasury only $25,432.40 
in 1885, and $18,145.08 in 1886. The appropriations for the 
normal schools, not included in these figures, are paid from 
the State treasury. The first payments to teachers are 
made on the first day of January, before which time a large 
proportion of the school fund for the whole year is in the 
hands of the county superintendents, and by the close 
of the second quarter nearly the whole apportionment for the 
year has been paid to them. There are here no means of 
ascertaining the monthly balances with the superintendents, 
but at times it must be very large. On the first of April, 
before teachers have been paid for the past quarter, the 
aggregate can scarcely be less than a quarter of a million 
dollars. At the close of each school year, after all claims 
for the year have been settled, the unexpended balances are 
considerable, amounting, September 30th, 1882, to $53,- 
436.81, not including about $18,000 charged to defaulting 
superintendents ; September 30th, 1883, to $59,983.12, ex¬ 
clusive of more than $8,000 charged to an ex-superintend¬ 
ent ; September 30th, 1884, to $59,258.83; and September 
30th, 1885, to $55,770.90. The average balances for the 
year must be more than one hundred thousand dollars. 

This is public money, collected from the people for the 
support of the government. It is distributed unequally 
among the sixty-six counties, and secured by sixty-six 
bonds in localities more or less remote from the capitol. 

In any case of defalcation, or loss by other means, it must 
be recovered, if possible, by suits in distant courts by 
counsel other than the Attorney General. It is certain that 
in some of the. counties, and feared that in many others, the 
money thus held is used in private business of one kind or 
another, though the statute makes it a felony for "any per¬ 
son into whose hands, or under whose control, any of the 
public school money may come, to use, or to permit the use 
of the same, or of any part thereof, except for purposes 
of the public schools and in accordance with the law regulat¬ 
ing the public schools and providing for the disbursement of 
the public school money." Recent examples illustrate the 
danger of retaining the school moneys in the counties from 
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the time of its collection from the people to its ultimate 
disbursement to teachers months afterward. 

All the money collected for State uses should come into 
the Treasury, and be paid from it on the presentation of 
proper claims for services rendered. The teachers, working 
faithfully for less than $25.00 a month, ought to be paid 
monthly, not quarterly, from the Treasury, and not by 
county superintendents ; and such payments can be made 
without other inconvenience or expense than the employ¬ 
ment and labor of additional clerical force in the offices of 
the Auditor and Treasurer, and without trouble, delay or 
coat to the claimants. There is no good reason why the 
revenue devoted to the schools should not pass through the 
Auditor's and Treasurer's offices, and be accounted for as 
other revenues of the State in reports that are supposed to 
embrace the financial operations of the State government. 

My immediate predecessor in the executive office strongly 
recommended a repeal of the law authorizing the school 
fund to be kept in the counties, and this was approved by 
the Superintendent of Education in 1884 and again in 1885. 

If the teachers were paid, as other creditors, directly from 
the Treasury, county superintendents, receiving and paying 
out no money, would need no bonds, or only nominal bonds 
for the faithful performance of their duties, and could not 
be tempted, or persuaded, or coerced, by selfish or exacting 
sureties, to a violation of the criminal laws, while monthly 
payments would protect needy teachers against greedy and 
heartless speculators in their claims. 

Our common school system is not perfect, and it does not 
supply facilities for the education of all the children of the 
State ; but it is unjustly decried by the ignorant abroad and 
by the thoughtless at home. One-third of the total revenue 
of the State is devoted to its support, and with relatively lit¬ 
tle means, it attains great results. It supports an anny of 
more than five thousand teachers, who instruct a quarter of a 
million pupils. No other State appropriates so large a pro¬ 
portion of its taxes to public schools, and in no other is the 
school fund so economically handled, or so nearly all paid 
to those who earn it in the school room. Its defects are to 
be remedied by legislation as they become manifest, and as 
prosperity gives them ability, the people will increase its re¬ 
sources and usefulness. In its present development and 
with the good it is now doing, it is something for us to be 
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proud of, however others may disparage its merits and its 
work. 


STATE CONVICTS. 

Prior to 1882, little was known of the treatment and con¬ 
dition of convicts to the penitentiary. It was known that 
from the time of its organization the penitentiary had been 
a source of trouble, solicitude and expense. Whether the 
convicts had been worked by the State under a warden, or 
controlled by others under leases, the financial results were 
always the same, though there had been some improvement 
in this respect of late years, and since 1878 they had been 
self-sustaining. Of the convicts, there was a unifonn report 
of kind, considerate and humane treatment, and uniform 
tables of an appalling mortality, and nothing; more. It was 
not until four years ago, that an official report informed the 
Governor and public that the convict camps were unfit for 
use, without ventilation, without adequate supplies of water, 
crowded to excess, filthy beyond description, and infested 
with vermin, and that the convicts were poorly fed, insuffi¬ 
ciently clothed, excessively and sometimes cruelly punished, 
overtasked and neglected when sick. 

This infonnation followed energetic efforts on the part of 
the warden and inspectors to mitigate existing evils by the 
exercise of the power and authority then conferred upon 
them ; and to correct abuses, then first known, that re¬ 
proached the State, the legislature promptly passed the act 
of February 22d, 1883, " to regulate the hiring and treat¬ 
ment of State and county convicts," under which much was 
accomplished. 

The act of February 17th, 1885, which made some radical 
changes in the convict system, and in the manner of the 
State's superintendence of convict labor, was a well consid¬ 
ered effort in the direction of the human ends of adequate 
punishment for crime. This provided for effective inspec¬ 
tion, and armed the authorities with power to enforce all 
needful rules and regulations for the protection of the State 
and of the convicts. Under the operation of this act, the 
convicts have " more careful attention when sick, improved 
hospitals, a plentiful and varied diet, better cooking;, more 
comfortable cells and beds, and more attention to all the 
details of prison life and the observance of hygienic laws," 
while there has been an intelligent and persistent effort to 
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adjust every man's task to his strength and skill. Well fed, 
comfortably housed, properly clad, and not overtasked, their 
health has been good, and the death rate is very small. With 
an average of about six hundred convicts, there were twenty- 
seven deaths in 1885, and sixteen in 1886, four of the latter 
from causes antedating imprisonment. In this connection 
it is to be considered, that a large portion of convicts arrive 
at the prisons diseased, with constitutions broken down by 
excesses, and enfeebled by long confinement in the county 
jails before conviction. 

A comparison of the death rate of a few years last past 
with that of a few previous years, will make plain the pro¬ 
gress towards a just and proper treatment of convicts. In 
1867, of each hundred convicts, 18 died ; in 1868, 1814, in 
1869, 17 ; in 1870, 41; and in 1871, 14. In 1882, of each 
hundred convicts, 6 died; in 1883. 7; in 1884, 5; in 1885. 6; 
and in 1886, 2 f. 

The financial results of the better care and treatment of 
convicts now provided for and enforced, are entirely satis¬ 
factory. Profit is not a consideration in the punishment of 
criminals, and every thought of pecuniary gain to the State 
should be subordinate to the obligation of humanity ; but our 
experience shows, that a better treatment of convicts 
and larger returns from their labor go together. For the 
two years ending September 30th, 1886, the net income to 
the State from convict labor was $68,290.94, after deducting 
all the expenses of inspection and management of both 
State and county convicts. 

While our convict system is not yet what it should be, 
and what it will become, it is believed that in no other State 
are State convicts better cared for in sickness and in health, 
and that in no other is their labor more profitable ; and it 
is expected that legislative consideration, from time to time, 
will result in such further mitigations of the hardships of 
necessary punishment as will gratify the pride and satisfy 
the conscience of our Christian people. 

October 1st, 1884, the number of State convicts was 527, 
and in September 30th, 1886, there were received 347, 
making the whole number of convicts during that period 
876. Of these, 48 died, 28 escaped, 32 were pardoned and 
209 were discharged, leaving on hand 559. Of these, 19 
were at the Walls, 50 on the Williams place, 66 at Rouse's, 

66 at Jackson’s quarries, 166 with Pratt Coal & Coke Com¬ 
pany, and 192 with Comer & McCurdy. 
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The character and ability of the Inspectors, the diligence 
and earnestness with which they have perfonned their duties, 
and the good results of their labors, give their recommenda¬ 
tions claim to earnest and favorable consideration. 

COUNTY CONVICTS. 

In the bi-ennial period ending September 30th last, there 
were sent to hard labor for the counties 3,088 convicts, of 
whom during that time 2,017 were discharged and 100 died, 
leaving 904 undergoing sentence. 

These convicts are of all ages, from twelve years to three 
score and ten. They are from every county in the State, 
except Covington, Cullman, DeKalb, Etowah, Jackson, La¬ 
mar, Marion, St. Clair and Winston. They are of all colors 
and both sexes. Their offenses run the gamut of crime, 
from stealing a roasting ear to burglary, from carrying a 
pistol concealed to manslaughter, from abusive language in 
the presence of females to assault with intent to commit 
rape. 

The Penal Code of 1886 first prescribed this mode of pun¬ 
ishment, and provided that in cases where it was inflicted, 
non-payment of the costs of prosecution should be a ground 
for increase of punishment. 

Until the act of February 22d, 1883, "to regulate the hir¬ 
ing of State and county convicts," made it the duty of the 
State Inspectors to at least quarterly visit the camps of 
county convicts and rigidly examine into the condition of 
their quarters, the nature of the labor done by them, the 
provision made for them in sickness, their food and general 
condition, they were under the control and direction of the 
Commissioners' Courts of the several counties. As they 
were generally hired to contractors without the counties in 
which convicted, neither the commissioners nor other coun¬ 
ty officers could conveniently give them the attention and 
protection needed. When the contractor on receiving them 
paid the costs of prosecution and became responsible for 
the price agreed on for their labor, they were abandoned to 
their fate. "Few knew, and fewer cared what became of 
them;" and generally they were kept as long as the con¬ 
tractor pleased and discharged when he saw proper. In 
one case that was brought to the attention of the Governor, 
a convict had been held over the term of his sentence five 
years. He had been sentenced, delivered to the contractor 
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for his labor and forgotten. The Inspectors say, that in 
1883 they found many held over their time, and some whom 
the officers of the counties they came from did not kn ow 
had ever existed. 

The act of February 22d, 1883, made it the duty of the 
State Inspectors to ascertain the condition, wants, and 
wrongs of these convicts, and to report to the Probate 
Judges of their respective counties ; but it clothed them 
with no power to correct abuses, and their reports secured 
little attention. They could, however, and did take care 
that convicts were discharged when the sentence had been 
executed ; and the publicity given to their reports to the 
Governor, from time to time, created a public sentiment 
that has done something towards the mitigation of the hor¬ 
rors of this mode of punishment. 

When a State convict is discharged, he is furnished with 
a suit of clothes and given money to take him home. 

When a county convict is discharged, he is turned out on 
the world at the place of confinement, penniless and with 
only such clothes as charity may bestow. As an ex-convict 
he can hardly hope to find employment where his liberty 
is regained ; and if he attempts to beg his way home, he is 
liable to be arrested as a tramp and get another sentence. 

A State convict is entitled to a deduction of two months 
from each year of his sentence for good conduct. The act 
of February 13th, 1879, "to amend sections 4465, 4475, and 
4481, of the Code, regulating hard labor for the county," 
gives the county convict the same right, "on the recommen¬ 
dation of the commissioners' court." The regular terms of 
commissioners' courts are held quarterly, and, with much 
other business to be transacted at them, the convict is too 
often forgotten. The Inspectors say that only one hundred and 
one of all the county convicts have had the benefit of 
this act. Generally, too, the commissioners' court sepa¬ 
rates the penalty into two parts, one for the original offense 
and one for the costs, and make recommendation for the 
allowance of time only on the former, treating the latter as 
if it were a mean of enforcing a pecuniary obligation, for 
personal use, and therefore not to be abated. The law 
"makes the non-payment of costs imposed in a criminal 
cause the ground for an increase of punishment," not a new 
offense to be punished separately. There is in each case 
but one sentence, which covers the whole period of hard 
labor imposed ; and the statute gives the convict a right to 
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a deduction, his behavior being good, of two months from 
each year of that sentence. As county convicts are rarely 
sentenced for a term of even years, the practice here is, on 
recommendations made in such cases, to make the allow¬ 
ance for one-sixth of that sentence. Convicts should have 
the benefit of this act on the recommendation of the In¬ 
spectors, on whose reports the commissioners now act in 
many instances, and perhaps in nearly all. 

A careful study of the Inspector's Report will suggest 
some of the changes which the instincts of humanity and 
the dictates of justice require to be made in the laws pre¬ 
scribing and regulating punishment by hard labor for the 
county. 


THE AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 

The Agricultural and Mechanical College is in a prosper¬ 
ous condition. Its faculty consists of ten professors and 
five assistants. During the present session it has enrolled 
one hundred and fifty-seven students, of whom seven are 
graduates of different colleges, pursuing in this a post-grad- 
nate course in chemistry, agriculture, engineering, and the 
mechanic arts. The recent expansion of the College in 
agriculture and the mechanic arts has excited interest with all 
who are concerned in the advancement of technical educa¬ 
tion in the State. To the Agricultural Experiment Station, 
in connection with the College, is assigned the duty of con¬ 
ducting experiments relating to agriculture, of ascertaining 
thereby the results of value, and of communicating the in¬ 
formation obtained to the farmers especially, Its benefits 
are to result from instruction in the best and most improved 
methods of cultivation and scientific experimentation. Much 
of value has already been done, but consecutive experi¬ 
ments through a series of years will be necessary to demon¬ 
strate its importance to the State. The Professor of Chem¬ 
istry in the College is also Chemist of the Department of 
Agriculture, and, as such, has made more than five hundred 
analyses of fertilizers, soils, marls, &c., for which no charge 
is made to those for whom it is done, the compensation 
being in the form of a stated annual sum paid from the 
funds of the Department. During the last session ninety- 
three students took, in whole or in part, the technological 
course; and at the present time these sections are reported full. 

The College has a well-equipped Wood-working Depart- 
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ment, with an engine, lathes, and full sets of tools and ma¬ 
chinery for giving practical instruction in wood working. 
Recently a house has been erected for working in iron, and 
will soon be furnished for a forge and foundry. This handi¬ 
craft education gives the boy ability to do something, and 
while giving increased power and self-reliance in manual 
skill, inspires thought and develops character, and better 
fits him for the varied duties of life, whatever his vocation 
may be. In every respect the College seems nearing the 
high standard of usefulness that seemed possible to its 
founders, and is justifying by its good work, the expecta¬ 
tions and confidence of the friends who have stood by it 
through evil as well as through good report. 

THE UNIVERSITY. 

I have sought information concerning the University, but 
have obtained none from the trustees or the faculty, and, 
therefore, can make no communication to you about it. The 
trustees will make report to you directly. 

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

In the three years since its organization, the Agricultural 
Department had received to September 1st, 1886, from the 
sale of tags for fertilizers $71,224.44, and had drawn from 
its credits at the State Treasury $6,921.62 for current ex¬ 
penses from time to time. It had paid for expenses (inclu¬ 
sive of salaries) $19,432.79, to the Agricultural and Mechan¬ 
ical College $22,454.68, and to the State Treasury $36,258.69. 
Except for current expenses, and the Agricultural and Me¬ 
chanical College, disbursements on account of the Depart¬ 
ment are made from the Treasury. Among the payments 
from the Department fund in the Treasury during the two 
years ending September 1st, 1886, were the following : To 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College $1,092.61, to the 
State Agricultural Society $2,500, and to the Canebrake 
Agricultural Experiment Station $4,625. The salaries of 
the Department are paid at the Treasury. On the first of 
September last, the balance in the Treasury to the credit of 
the Department was $13,692.38. 

As a part of the funds of the Department are disbursed 
from the Treasury on the Auditor's warrant, and part by 
Commissioner on proper voucher, there is necessarily in- 
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completeness in its financial statements and complication in 
accounts and settlements, which would be avoided if they 
were all received by the Treasurer and paid out by him. 

As it is, the business operations of the Department cannot 
be learned from the reports of the Commissioner or of the 
Treasurer, but must be unsatisfactorily gleaned from both. 

This is a Department of the State Government, and for 
this reason its office should be at the capitol; and here its 
business could be more satisfactorily conducted. The Com- 
misioner's official relations with other State officers, and 
particularly with the Governor, Auditor and Treasurer, are 
so intimate that it is desirable they should be together, by 
which traveling expenses would be saved, vexatious delays 
avoided, and misunderstandings prevented. Its corres¬ 
pondence and business are with the people of every depart¬ 
ment of the State, and public convenience would be con¬ 
sulted in bringing it here. 

INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB AND THE BLIND. 

During the two years ending September 30th last, 118 
pupils were enrolled m the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
and the Blind at Talladega, of whom 76 were deaf and dumb 
and 42 were blind, 68 being males and 50 females. At the 
close of the last year there were in attendance 51 deaf and 
dumb and 32 blind pupils, of whom 50 were males and 
33 were females. The health of these had been uninterrupt¬ 
edly good. There was no death, and not a single case of 
serious illness among them. The location of the Institu¬ 
tion is one of the healthiest in the State, or in any State, 
and its sanitary regulations, surroundings and conditions 
are all that can be reasonably desired. The last Legisla¬ 
ture appropriated $2,000 for repairing the building of the 
Institution. This has been judiciously expended under the 
direction and supervision of a committee appointed by the 
Board of Commissioners. Some repairs, improvements, 
painting, and other work, have been paid for out of the an¬ 
nual appropriations for the maintenance of the school. The 
buildings and grounds appear now to be in good condition. 

The annual appropriation for the Institution is $18,000, 
which is used for salaries and for current expenses, the last 
including supplies and provisions, clothing for pupils, ser¬ 
vants, ordinary repairs, furniture, beds and bedding, and 
medicines. The current expenses for 1885 were $8,184.20, 
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and for 1886 $9,744.88. Of the latter sum, $1,560.28 was ex¬ 
pended for the repairs heretofore mentioned. Deducting 
this sum from the current expenses for the two years and 
adding $14,350 for salaries, the average number of pupils 
being 83, it appears the annual cost for each pupil was 
$189.30, against a reported coat for the two previous years 
of $203.36. At the close of the last year, there was in the 
hands of the treasurer an unexpended balance of $3,700.19. 
While the buildings and premises of the Institution are in 
good condition, the principal says they have not room 
enough, there being no suitable place for the sick, and no 
night study rooms or sitting rooms for either boys or girls, 
and thinks if the proposition to separate the blind school 
from the deaf and dumb school be not adopted, additional 
accommodations must be provided. He favors the separa¬ 
tion of these schools, and urges the establishment of a 
school for the colored deaf and blind. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The Railroad Commission is a department of the State 
government. The Railroad Commissioners are officers of 
the State. Annual reports of the commission are to be 
made to the Governor for transmission to the General As¬ 
sembly ; but no provision is made for printing them annu¬ 
ally, or for printing them at all, and they go to the Legiala- 
ture in manuscript. In consequence of the great pressure 
on the public printer during a legislative session, the reports 
of the commission do not reach members in time to be fully 
considered by them with reference to legislation from time 
to time pending. There is no reason why they should not 
be printed immediately after they are prepared, and action 
to this end is recommended. The fifth and sixth annual 
reports are transmitted herewith for the consideration due 
to the important subjects to which they relate. From the 
commencement of railroad construction in this country, 
there has been apprehension of the abuse of the privileges 
granted to railroad companies. With the growth of cor¬ 
porate power, this apprehension has deepened into anxiety ; 
and in almost every State the sovereign power has been 
appealed to for the restraint of the great corporations whose 
business brings them into such direct contact with the peo¬ 
ple, and gives them such control over every individual in¬ 
terest. A feeling of this sort was respected in the act ere- 
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ating the railroad commission of this State, which has now 
been in operation nearly six years. It was not claimed this 
act was perfect. It was a sum of compromises, and was 
adopted with the expectation that experience would indi¬ 
cate the modifications and changes necessary to the better 
accomplishment of its ends—the exertion of the sovereign 
power for the protection of the people against extortion and 
unjust discrimination, and for the protection of railroad 
companies in the use of their property and profits to the 
fullest extent compatible with due subordination to the 
general interest. The reports of the commission should 
serve to point out any defect in the law creating it, and to 
indicate changes that may promote its more efficient and 
satisfactory operation. 

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

The report which the Attorney General is required to 
make, stating the number of persons prosecuted under in¬ 
dictments during the past year in each county, the charac¬ 
ter of the alleged offenses, the results of the trials, and the 
punishments imposed, has not been prepared, because some 
of the Solicitors have not made reports to him. The act of 
February 5th, 1883, made it the duty of the Solicitors of 
the State, and of all persons charged with the duty of pros¬ 
ecuting public offenses, to make reports in writing to the 
Attorney General on or before the first Monday in October 
in each year, and make the officers failing to do this liable 
to a fine of $20. The reports required are necessary, and 
the penalty for failure to make them should be sufficient to 
compel those engaged in prosecuting others for violating 
law to themselves obey it. 

THE ABSCONDING EX-TREASURER. 

Since the close of the last session, every possible effort 
has been made to find and bring to justice the absconding 
ex-Treasurer. Every considerable detective agency in this 
country has been furnished information of his great crime, 
advised of the large reward offered for his apprehension, 
and supplied with photographs of him and description of 
his person, manner and habits, and the co-operation of 
American consular and commercial agents abroad has been 
solicited. No clue to his hiding place has yet been found. 
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SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS. 

Under the act of Congress donating the State of Alabama 
all the swamp and overflowed lands within its limits, "the 
proceeds to be applied exclusively, so far as necessary, to 
the purpose of reclaiming said lands by means of levees 
and ditches," there had been patented to the State 395,314 
acres. The great body of this had been sold ; but accord¬ 
ing to an estimate carefully made by the Examiner of Pub¬ 
lic Accounts, there remained unsold 31,674 acres. Since the 
expiration, in 1879, of the tenn of the Commissioner ap¬ 
pointed under the act of February 9th, 1877, " to create the 
office of Commissioner of Swamp and Overflowed Lands 
and to define his duties," no one has had authority to sell 
these lands, or to protect them. Some of them, valuable 
for timber, have been subjected to depredation by lumber¬ 
men and others. 

In January, 1885, under authority of the act of February 
12th, 1879, "to further regulate the securing;, preservation, 
and sales of the swamp and overflowed lands of the State," 

I renewed an agreement previously entered into with Mr. 

J. H. Caldwell, of Calhoun county, by which he undertook 
to select and locate such additional lands of this descrip¬ 
tion as the State might be entitled to under the acts of Con¬ 
gress. Under this authority, he has recently secured to the 
State 13,875.53 acres of swamp and overflowed lands, and 
20,009.36 acres of indemnity land scrip for swamp and over¬ 
flowed lands disposed of as public lands by the United 
States in military bounty land warrants and scrip locations. 
This scrip may be located on any vacant public lands in the 
State subject to entry at one dollar and a quarter per acre, 
and is therefore more valuable than the lands for which it 
is indemnity. 

Neither the lands now patented or to be patented to the 
State, nor the scrip, can be sold until legislative authority 
is given. The scrip will become less valuable from time to 
time as the lands upon which it may be located are sold or 
otherwise disposed of by the Government. The sales of 
both may be made by the Governor at no cost, or trifling 
cost, and it can hardly be necessary to revive the office of 
Swamp and Overflowed Land Commissioner. 
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THE UNIVERSITY LANDS. 

On the 23d of April, 1884, Congress granted to the State 
of Alabama 46,080 acres of land for the benefit of the Uni¬ 
versity, to be applied, so far as necessary, to the erection of 
suitable buildings and to the restoration of the library and 
scientific apparatus destroyed by fire. It was made the 
duty of the Governor to appoint agents to select these 
lands, and these appointments were made on the 20th of 
June, 1884. The agents have located 42,252.91 acres, in the 
Warrior and Cahaba Coal Fields in the counties of Walker, 
Fayette, Jefferson, Tuskaloosa, Bibb and Shelby, that have 
been approved by the Secretary of the Interior, and patents 
therefor will soon be issued to the State. The Commis¬ 
sioner appointed by the Trustees of the University to sell 
these lands for its benefit, has sold 3,880 acres for $38,280— 
nearly ten dollars an acre. Of the proceeds of these sales, 
$31,940 was deposited in the State Treasury, and $6,340 
has not yet been collected, some of the sales having been 
made partly on time. The deposits in the State Treasury were 
made between December 7th, 1885, and June 9th, 

1886, and were all drawn out, on warrants in favor of J. H. 
Fitts, Treasurer of the University, between February 9th, 

1886, and July 2d, 1886. 

THE CAPITOL GROUNDS. 

Two years ago, the Legislature accepted from the city of 
Montgomery the vacant square immediately north of the 
capitol, with the condition that the enlarged grounds should 
be enclosed by an iron fence on a brick or stone base, and 
be graded and improved. For this, an appropriation of 
seven thousand five hundred dollars was made, to be ex¬ 
pended under the direction of the Governor, the Attorney 
General and the Mayor of the city. Steps were at once 
taken to carry out the legislative will. The services of a 
competent landscape gardener were secured, and plans 
were prepared for the grading, terracing, planting and en¬ 
closure contemplated by the acts of the City Council and 
the Legislature. When bids for the enclosure, previously 
invited by public notice, were received, it was found the 
lowest offer was but little less than the whole amount of 
the appropriation, and, of necessity, a less expensive and 
"3 
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less suitable, but neat and substantial, fence was put up. 

In the meantime, the streets on the north and west were so 
cut down by the city authorities as to increase the coat of 
the other work to be done, and to render the prepared plans 
impracticable. It was not possible, with the means avail¬ 
able, to grade and beautify the grounds on any satisfactory 
or pennanent plan. The remainder of the appropriation, 
therefore, was used in reducing the inequalities of the sur¬ 
face, in new steps at the western entrance, and in such land¬ 
scape gardening as could be done. The grounds having 
been accepted by the State, there is a reasonable expecta¬ 
tion that they will be graded and beautified and cared for 
as becomes the use to which they are appropriated. This 
work should be done on a scale and plan that will 
make future modifications and changes unnecessary. 

This will involve a considerable expenditure at the 
outset, and thereafter from year to year. The work 
done discloses a difficulty to be hereafter encountered, 
in the character of the soil. The steep grades or ter¬ 
races necessary to reach the street level, will be on a 
bed of almost pure sand, and brick or stone supporting 
walls may be found indispensable. Whatever is done, 
should be by the State, and at its exclusive coat, and 
thereafter the grounds should be exclusively policed, main¬ 
tained, and protected by the State. 

CAPITOL EXTENSION. 

Under the act of February 17th, 1885, appropriating 
$25,000 "for the enlargement of the capitol, and to furnish 
the same," the eastern wing of the building has been ex¬ 
tended seventy feet, four inches. The addition is fifty feet 
wide, and three stories high, with a well-lighted and well 
ventilated basement. The first floor is given up wholly to 
the law library. On the second floor are the private rooms 
and consultation room of the Supreme Court Judges, the 
office of the Clerk and Reporter of the Supreme Court, and 
the office of the Attorney General. On the third floor are 
rooms suitable for offices or committees. In the basement 
are closets, halls, and three good rooms. The new wing has 
been supplied with gas fixtures, carpeted and appropriately 
furnished. The total cost of building and furnishing has 
been $24,913.86. 
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THE INSANE HOSPITAL. 

On the 30th of September, 1884, there were in the Ala¬ 
bama Insane Hospital 630 patients, of whom 309 were men 
and 321 were women. To the 30th of September, 1886, 
there had been received 447 additional patients, and 344 had 
been discharged, leaving, at the latter date, 733 under treat¬ 
ment. In 1885, the daily average number of patients was 
660, and in 1886, it was 722. Of the 344 patients discharg¬ 
ed, 189 were restored, 37 were sufficiently improved to be 
kept at home, and 32 were unimproved. Of those in the 
Hospital September 30th last, 350 were men, and 383 wo¬ 
men. There were 38 paying patients, and 695 indigent. 

Ninety of the patients were negroes. These are in detached 
buildings. The admirable management of the institution 
is recognized at home and abroad, and every citizen of the 
State is justly proud of the reputation it has so fairly 
earned in its great and beneficent work of ameliorating hu¬ 
man suffering. 

REWARDS FOR ABSCONDING FELONS. 

Applications are often made for offers of reward for the 
apprehension of absconding felons, which, in his discretion, 
the Governor is authorized to make. Before such offers 
are made, assurances are required, that there is evidence 
to justify a reasonable expectation of conviction if arrest be 
made. Not twenty per cent, of the rewards offered are 
earned. It frequently happens in such cases, that the ac¬ 
cused is acquitted, and more frequently that he is convicted 
of an offense less than that charged. Since December 1st, 
1884, the rewards offered amount in the aggregate to eighteen 
thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars, while in that 
time but three thousand two hundred and fifty dollars has 
been claimed on this account and paid. 

PARDONS. 

The exercise of the pardoning power, vested in the Gov¬ 
ernor, practically without responsibility, is at all times a 
serious, and sometimes a painful, duty. The convict's last 
chance of relief from the penalty of the law is in executive 
clemency. His last appeal for mercy in mitigation of a se¬ 
vere sentence is to the Governor. His last hope of escape 
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from the miscarriage of justice is in pardon. Almost every 
convict has friends who believe in his innocence or have 
faith in his reformation, or counsel who will not abandon 
his cause when a jury has detennined it, or a dependent 
and helpless family deprived of the care and support for 
which they looked to him. and, moved by affection, or sym¬ 
pathy, or suffering, or interest, these come here with en¬ 
treaties and supplications and representations that some¬ 
times persuade to error the unconvinced judgment. I have 
tried to perform my duty in these cases with judicial firm¬ 
ness and fairness, that the majesty of the law should be so 
asserted and the ends of justice so attained that the inno¬ 
cent might not suffer and exceptional hardship might not 
be inflicted. 


APPOINTMENTS TO OFFICE. 

Within four years, an unusual number of the more im¬ 
portant offices of the State and its counties have been 
vacated by deaths, resignations and other causes, and some 
new offices have been created. The filling of the vacancies 
thus caused or made, as one by one they have occurred, has 
been to me a matter of much concern and care, that satis¬ 
faction might be given to the people and the general interest 
should be subserved. It has often been difficult to choose 
one out of many excellent men well qualified for the duties 
to be performed, and more frequently it has been difficult 
amid conflicting aspirations and representations to deter¬ 
mine what choice would most enure to the public good, to 
which, above everything else, consideration has always been 
given. I have had to appoint a State Treasurer, a Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, an Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court, one Chancellor, four Circuit Court Judges, 
two Judges of the County Criminal Courts, eight Probate 
Judges, thirteen Sheriffs, nine Coroners, twelve County 
Treasurers, thirteen Tax Collectors, five Tax Commission¬ 
ers, four Tax Assessors, ten Circuit Court Clerks, two 
Examiners of Public Accounts, a Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture, a Codifier of the Public Statutes, three Inspectors 
of Convicts (twice) with the consent of the Senate, a Physi¬ 
cian for Convicts, and twice to nominate to the Senate nine 
persons from among whom three Railroad Commissioners 
should be chosen, besides Trustees of the University, of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College, of the Hospital 
for the Insane, and of the Institution for the Deaf and 
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Dumb and the Blind. In all these appointments, it has 
been my steady purpose to improve the public service, if 
possible, and at least not to impair its efficiency ; and my 
satisfaction with what has been done is limited by the ex¬ 
tent to which this has been accomplished. 

INEQUALITIES IN OFFICIAL SALARIES. 

The salaries of the officers of the State government are 
unequal, whether considered with reference to the amount 
or to the work done, or the responsibility incurred, and this 
inequality should be corrected. These now run as follows: 
Governor, $3,000; Secretary of State, 1,800; Auditor, $1,800; 
Treasurer, $2,100 ; Attorney-General, $1,500 ; Superintend¬ 
ent of Education, $2,250; Judges of the Supreme Court, 
$3,600 ; Chancellors, $2,250 ; Circuit Court Judges, $2,250; 
President of the Railroad Commission, $3,500; Associate 
Railroad Commissioners, $3,000 ; commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture, $2,100 ; President of Inspectors of Convicts, $1,800; 
and Associate Inspectors, $1,500, the latter not giving their 
whole time to their duties. Inequalities of compensation in 
proportion to the work done and its importance are not pro- 
motive of zeal and activity in those who feel themselves the 
subject of unjust discrimination. In the public as in private 
employments, compensation should bear a just relation to 
the work done, and should be neither inadequate nor exces¬ 
sive. The salaries of the State officers should be re-adjusted 
on some general principle just to all. 

LOCAL LEGISLATION. 

The evils of local legislation have long been recognized 
and felt; and the Constitutional Convention of 1875 put in 
the fundamental law of the State a provision intended to 
mitigate them. In commending to the acceptance of the 
people the Constitution of that year, a committee appointed 
by the Convention, and speaking for it, said : " All power 
to enact local or special laws, for the benefit of individuals 
or corporations, is prohibited, and the people are thereby 
protected against the heavy expense of legislation in which 
they have no interest." This prohibition is so construed 
that it does not prohibit, and the evils it was intended to 
diminish are increasing. In the pamphlet acts of the last 
session there are one hundred and ninety-four pages of 
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general laws, and six hundred and thirty-seven pages of 
local laws, many of the latter clearly in conflict with the in¬ 
tent of the Constitution. The time of the Legislature is 
largely taken up with the consideration of local bills, and 
measures of general interest are necessarily neglected. All 
local legislation cannot, perhaps, be dispensed with, but it 
should be confined to exceptional and urgent matters for 
which provision cannot be made by general law. Local 
laws are rarely generally known among those they affect, 
and often are soon forgotten until some one remembers or 
discovers them for some purpose of his own, possibly to 
the injury of others. For more than half a century this 
legislation has been accumulating on our statute books, 
until it is probable the people of no two precincts in the 
State are living under the same laws, and possible that no 
single citizen knows, or by any reasonable diligence can 
know, all the laws to which he is subject. It frequently 
happens that men are convicted of criminal offenses under 
laws of local application long fallen into disuetude and for¬ 
gotten in the community to which they applied. The codi¬ 
fication of our local laws would make many large volumes, 
illustrating, as nothing else could, the excesses of this 
abuse of the law-making power, which all thoughtful men, 
ignorant of its extent, have long deplored. 

THE STATE TROOPS. 

The State Troops are now organized into three regiments, 
with four companies unattached. The First Regiment, Col. 

F. P. Davis, commanding, headquarters at Mobile, is com¬ 
posed of seven infantry companies and one artillery 
company, the latter equipped with two three-inch, rifle 
guns and two Gatling guns. The Second Regiment, Col. 

T. Q. Jones, commanding, headquarters at Montgomery, is 
composed of eleven infantry companies, one artillery com¬ 
pany, and one cavalry company. The artillery company 
has two three-inch rifle guns, two smooth-bore brass guns 
and two Gatling guns. The Third Regiment, Col. S. W. 

John, commanding, headquarters at Selma, is composed of 
eight infantry companies and one artillery company. The 
following companies, to which arms have been issued, are 
not attached to either of the regiments : Semmes Zouaves, 
Mobile ; Gilmer Rifles, Mobile ; Magic City Guards, Birm¬ 
ingham ; and Capital City Guards, Montgomery. The Gil- 
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mer Rifles, Magic City Guards, and Capital City Guards are 
colored companies. 

Last summer the First Regiment was ordered into camp 
at Mobile, and the Third Regiment; at Selma, "for the pur¬ 
pose of perfecting them in military drill and discipline." 

On account of the smallness of the appropriation, and for 
other reasons, among which was the request of its Colonel, 
the Second Regiment was not ordered into camp. 

The State receives annually from the Federal government, 
in arms, equipments and ordnance stores, about $4,600. 

During the last year, there was drawn on this account arms 
and stores to the amount of $4,071.17, which were distrib¬ 
uted among the State Troop organizations, except sixty 
Enfield Cadet Rifles, which were sent to the University. 

There should be no ambiguity in the laws relating to the 
military forces of the State, either as to their organization, 
their duties, or their compensation, and particularly should 
appropriations for their support be too clear to admit of 
misconstruction. 

The State does not pay all the cost of encampments or¬ 
dered under the law. It does not furnish tents or other 
shelter, and other expenses are unprovided for. Each en¬ 
campment entails considerable personal expense upon every 
officer and soldier who attends them. These encampments 
are necessary if the troops are to be familiarized with mil¬ 
itary drill and discipline and fitted for the duties they are 
expected to perform when ordered into active service for 
the preservation of the peace, the enforcement of the law, 
or the suppression of insurrection. 

Fortunately, there has been no occasion to call the State 
troops into active service since December, 1883, but whenever 
they have been ordered out they have responded promptly, 
and have acted with admirable discretion, zeal and courage. 
Their conduct in the past is assurance for the future. When 
needed, they can be relied upon. They all furnish their 
own uniforms. They pay for their armories and the care of 
them. They give much time to the necessary military ex¬ 
ercises. Their spirit is good. Their discipline is excellent. 

They are an ornament to the State, no less than its strong 
stay in times of unlawful tumult and fonnidable resistance 
to the civil authorities. They are entitled to generous pro¬ 
vision for their support. 
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THE CONFEDERATE MONUMENT. 

On the 29th of April, 1886, the foundation of a monu¬ 
ment to the Confederate soldiers of Alabama, who died in 
arms for the Confederate cause, was laid on the grounds of 
the State Capitol, in this city, by Jefferson Davis, ex-Pres- 
ident of the Confederate States. It is designed to perpetu¬ 
ate the names and memories of all Alabamians who died in 
defense of the cause they believed to be just; and every 
county, city, town and village in our State is interested in 
the early erection of this monument to commemorate the 
patriotism of those whose courage and devotion to duty 
were illustrated by their death upon the battle field. Shall 
the passing stranger point to its unsightly base as an evi¬ 
dence of a lack of that patriotism in the living which ani¬ 
mated the illustrious dead, who gave their lives freely in 
the defense of our common heritage ? Shall the bones of 
our slain heroes moulder forgotton, in nameless graves, 
without a shaft to rear its head to heaven, to tell posterity 
their fame ? Every member of this General Assembly rep¬ 
resents a constituency who feel honored to number among 
their kindred the silent patriots who fell in defense of their 
homes and firesides, and I believe you will see to it that a 
sufficient fund is devoted to the purpose of completing this 
monument to the Confederate dead of Alabama. They did 
all that men could do, and the proudest epitaph that can 
be written upon their monument is : " They died in defense 
of their country." 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. 

All reports required by law to be made to me by heads of 
departments or from State institutions will be at once com¬ 
municated to you. Some of these have been received with¬ 
in less than twenty-four hours of the time fixed for your 
assembling, and I have had time to give them only the most 
hurried and unsatisfactory consideration. For reasons 
elsewhere stated, no report has been received from the Su¬ 
perintendent of Education or from the Attorney General. 

The Trustees of the University and of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College report direct to the Legislature. 

CONCLUSION. 

You are to pass laws for a million and a half of Alabami- 
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ans. Your work will remain on the statute books forever, 
to attest the intelligence and patriotism you bring to your 
duties. In after years, your acts here will affect the welfare, 
happiness, and interests of a great people. This should 
impress deeply upon your minds the gravity of the respon¬ 
sibility with which you are charged. When you again take 
your places among those you now represent, they will re¬ 
quire a strict account of your stewardship, and from their 
judgment, whether of commendation or condemnation, there 
can be no appeal. This should warn you against hasty con¬ 
clusions, and put you on guard against local and personal 
influences. Your thoughts are for the public good. Your 
purposes are for the general welfare. Your minds are fixed 
on patriotic ends. May the Supreme Providence so inspire 
you with wisdom, and so direct your labors that your con¬ 
sciences and your constituents shall approve all the work 
of your session.

3. That no local or special bill shall be introduced into 
either house unless the member who introduces it discloses 
at the time the fact that the notice required by the Consti¬ 
tution and laws has been given, and submits the proof 
thereof with the bill. 

4. Bills affecting individuals or private corporations are 
local or special bills within the meaning of the preceding 
Rule three, but said rule does not apply to bills relating 

to public or educational institutions of, or in this State, 
or to industrial, mining, immigration, or manufacturing 
corporations or interests, or to corporations for construct¬ 
ing canals, or improving navigable rivers and harbors 
of this State; nor to bills which apply to all persons 
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within the territorial limits to be affected thereby, and gen¬ 
eral in their application to the class or locality. 

5. All bills for amendment to any section or part of the 
Code, in which the subject matter is stated in the title by 
reference to the section or other subdivision of the Code, 
must contain on the back of the bill, immediately below 
the title, a brief statement of the general subject to which 
such section or subdivision relates.

6. When a Senator shall be called to order by the Pres¬ 
ident, or a Senator, he shall sit down; and every question 
of order shall be decided by the President, without debate, 
subject to an appeal to the Senate ; and the President may 
call for the sense of the Senate on any question of order. 

7. If the Senator be called to order by a Senator for 
words spoken, the exceptional words shall immediately be 
taken down in writing, that the President may be better 
enabled to judge of the matter. 

8. No Senator shall absent himself from the service of 
the Senate, without leave of the Senate first obtained. 

And in case a less number than a quorum of the Senate 
shall convene, they are hereby authorized to send the Ser- 
geant-at-Anns, or any other person or persons by them 
authorized, for any or all absent Senators, as the majority 
of such Senators present shall agree at the expense of such 
absent Senator, unless such excuse for non-attendance shall 
be made to the Senate, when a quorum is convened, shall 
judge sufficient; and, in that case, the expense shall be paid 
out of the contingent fund. And this rule shall apply as 
well to the first convention of the Senate at the legal time 
of meeting, as to each day of the session, after the hour 
has arrived to which the Senate stood adjourned. 

9. When a motion shall be made and seconded, it shall 
be reduced to writing, if desired by the President, or any 
Senator, delivered at the table, and read, before the same 
shall be debated. 

10. When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received but— 

To adjourn, 

To lay on the table. 
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To postpone indefinitely, 

To postpone to a certain day, 

To commit, or 
To amend ; 

which several motions shall have precedence, in the order 
they stand arranged, and the motion for adjournment shall 
always be in order, and be decided without debate. 

11. If the question in debate contain several points, any 
Senator may have the same divided ; but on a motion to 
strike out and insert, it shall not be in order to move for a 
division of the question ; but the rejection of a motion to 
strike out and insert one proposition, shall not prevent a 
motion to strike out and insert a different proposition, nor 
prevent a subsequent motion, simply to strike, out; nor shall 
the rejection of a motion simply to strike out, prevent a 
subsequent motion to strike out and insert. 

12. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest 
time shall be first put. 

13. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the 
same is objected to by any senator, it shall be detennined 
by a vote of the Senate, and without debate. 

14. The unfinished business in which the Senate was en¬ 
gaged at the last preceding adjournment, shall have the 
preference in the special orders of the day. 

15. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by one- 
tenth of the senators present, each senator called upon 
shall, unless for special reasons he be excused by the 
Senate, declare openly, and without debate, his assent or 
dissent to the question. In taking the yeas and nays, and 
upon the call of the Senate, the names of the senators 
shall be called alphabetically. 

16. When the yeas and nays shall be taken upon any 
question, in pursuance of the above rule, no senator shall 
be permitted, under any circumstance whatever, to vote 
after the decision is announced from the Chair. 

17. On a motion made and seconded, to shut the doors 
of the Senate, on the discussion of any business which may, 
in the opinion of any member, require secrecy, the President 
shall direct the gallery to be cleared, and during the dis¬ 
cussion of such motion, the doors shall remain shut. 

18. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any 
person or persons whatsoever within the doors of the Senate

Chamber, to present any petition, memorial or address, 
or to hear any such read. 

19. When a question has been made and carried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any senator 
of the majority to move for the reconsideration thereof; 
but no motion for the reconsideration of any vote shall be 
in order after a bill, resolution, message, report, amendment 
or motion, upon which the vote was taken, shall have gone 
out of the possession of the Senate, announcing their 
decision ; nor shall any motion for reconsideration be in 
order, unless made on the same day on which the vote was 
taken, or by 12 o’clock next day. Provided, that when a 
vote, by which a bill is passed, is reconsidered it shall be in 
order to move for a reconsideration of the vote by which 
the bill was ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

20. All questions shall be put by the President of the 
Senate, and the senators shall signify their assent or dis¬ 
sent, by answering their aye or no. 

21. The President of the Senate shall have the right to 
name a senator to perfonn the duties of the Chair, but such 
substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

22. After reading the journal, business shall be called in 
the following order : 

1st. Signing bills by President. 

2d. Call of Districts. 

3d. House Messages. 

4th. Reports from, Standing Committees. 

5th. Reports from Select Committees, 

6tli. Bills on second reading. 

7th. Bills on third reading. 

8th. Regular Order of the Day at 12 m. 

9th. Miscellaneous Business. 

Except the Committees on Enrolled and Engrossed bills, 
and on Journal, may report at any time. 

This order of business can not be set aside except by a 
vote of three-fourths of the senators voting. 

When reports of standing committees are in order, the 
committee shall be entitled to the floor, last occupying it 
when the reports were in order. 

These rules shall not interfere with special orders for 
particular days, or special orders for the Senate. Special 
orders shall be called at the hour of twelve o'clock, unless 
specially act for some other hour. 

Under Call of the Districts, only Bills, petitions, or memo- 
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rials shall be introduced. And every bill, petition, memorial 
or other paper, shall upon the first reading thereof, be re¬ 
ferred by the President to the standing committee having 
the subject matter thereof under consideration, unless the 
Senate by a two-thirds vote order otherwise. And before 
any petition, or memorial address to the Senate, shall be 
received and read at the table, whether the same shall be 
introduced by the President or a senator, a brief statement 
of the contents of the petition or the memorial shall verb¬ 
ally be made by the introducer. 

23. Every bill shall receive three readings, previous to 
its being passed ; and the President shall give notice at 
each, whether it be the first, second or third ; which readings 
shall be on three different days. And no bill shall become 

a law until it shall have been referred to a committee and 
returned therefrom, and upon its final passage read at 
length, and the vote be taken by yeas and nays, and the 
names of the senators voting for and against the same be 
entered on the journal. And the President shall, in the 
presence of the Senate, sign all bills and joint resolutions 
passed by the general assembly after the titles have been 
publicly read immediately before signing ; and the fact of 
signing shall be entered on the journal. And all resolu¬ 
tions proposing amendments to the Constitution, or to 
which, the approbation or signature of the President may 
be requisite, or which may grant money out of the contin¬ 
gent fund, shall be treated, in all respects, in the introduc¬ 
tion and form of proceedings thereon in the Senate, in a 
similar manner with bills. 

24. Bills on first reading may be amended or committed, 
and shall be read a second time when returned from the 
committee on any subsequent day. 

25. The finial question, upon the second reading ; of every 
bill, resolution, constitutional amendment or motion origin¬ 
ating in the Senate, and requiring three readings previous 

to its being passed, shall be, "whether it shall be engrossed 
and read a third time ?" and no amendment shall be re¬ 
ceived for discussion at the third reading of any bill, reso¬ 
lution, amendment or motion, unless by unanimous consent 
of the members present; but it shall at all times be in 
order, before the final passage of any such bill, resolution, 
constitutional amendment or motion, to move its commit¬ 
ment, and if such commitment take place, and any amend¬ 
ment be reported by the committee, the said bill, resolution, 
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constitutional amendment or motion, shall be again read a 
second time, and then the aforesaid question shall be again 
put. 

26. The special orders of the day shall not be called by 
the chair before 12 o'clock, unless otherwise directed by the 
Senate. 

27. The titles of bills, and such parts thereof only as 
shall be affected by proposed amendments, shall be inserted 
on the journals. 

28. The proceedings of the Senate, when not in com¬ 
mittee of the whole, shall be entered on the journal as 
concisely as possible, care being taken to detail a true and 
accurate account of its proceedings ; but every vote of the 
Senate shall be entered on the journal, and a brief state¬ 
ment of the contents of each petition, memorial, or paper, 
presented to the Senate, shall also be inserted on the 
journal. 

29. The President of the Senate shall appoint the chair¬ 
man and members of the standings committees. 

30. When motions are made for reference of the same 
subject to a select committee, and to a standing committee, 
the question on reference to the select committee shall be 
first put. 

31. When acting on confidential or executive business, the 
Senate shall be cleared of all persons except the secretary, 

the principal executive clerk, the sergeant-at-arms and door¬ 
keeper. The executive and confidential proceedings shall be 
kept in a separate book from the public legislative proceedings 
of the Senate. 

32. When an amendment to be proposed to the Consti¬ 
tution is under consideration, the concurrence of two-thirds 
of the members of the Senate shall be requisite. 

33. When any question may have been decided by the 
Senate, in which two-thirds of the senators present are 
necessary to carry the affirmative, any senator who votes on 
that side which prevailed in the question, may be at liberty 
to move for a reconsideration, and a motion for a reconsid¬ 
eration shall be decided by a majority of votes. 

34:. Messages shall be sent to the House of Representa¬ 
tives by the secretary, who shall previously endorse the final 
determination of the Senate thereon. 

35. Messages may be introduced in any stage of busi¬ 
ness, except while a question is being put, while the yeas 
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and nays are being called, or while the ballots are being 
counted. 

36. The reporters shall be placed on the floor of the 
Senate by the secretary, or under his direction. 

37. The presiding officer of the Senate shall have the 
regulation and control of such parts of the capitol, and of 
its passages, as are or may be set apart for the use of the 
Senate and its officers. 

38. Persons admitted on the floor of the senate chamber 
while the Senate is in session : 

1. Executive officers of the State and of the United 
States 

2 Judges of the State and of the United States courts, 
members of Congress and members of the general as¬ 
sembly. 

3. Ex-members of Congress and ex-Senators of Ala¬ 
bama. 

4. Editors and reporters, at such table as may be as¬ 
signed on the floor or in the bar. 

All other persons are excluded therefrom, and all persons 
are to be excluded from the bar, and the chairs and seats of 
the Senators, and from the closets of the Senate Chamber, 
and from being near the fire-places. 

No smoking shall be allowed in the Senate Chamber. 

39. The time of meeting of the Senate each day shall be 
10:30 o’clock, a. m.; and in all cases, upon the adjournment 
of the Senate, the Secretary shall enter on the journal the 
hour of adjournment, and the name of the member on 
whose motion the adjournment was had. 

40. To aid in the dispatch of business, there shall be 
seventeen standing committees, upon the following subjects 
and to consist of the number hereinafter named : 

1. On Judiciary, including rules and regulations ; to 
consist of eleven members. 

2. On Finance and Taxation ; including; accounts and 
claims, fees and salaries, and contingent fund, to consist of 
seven members. 

3. On Federal relations ; to consist of seven members. 

4. On Revision of Laws ; to consist of seven members. 

5. On Local Legislation ; to consist of five members. 

6. On Education ; to consist of seven members. 

7. On Internal Improvements, including highways and 
manufactures ; to consist of seven members. 

8. On Agriculture ; to consist of seven members. 
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9. On Municipal and County Organizations, and corpo¬ 
rations, to include poor laws and charitable institutions ; to 
consist of live members. 

10. On Industrial Resources, Public Buildings; to con¬ 
sist of three members. 

11. On Privileges and Elections, including grievances, 
disabilities, and registration ; to consist of live members. 

12. On Printing ; to consist of three members. 

13. On Penitentiary, Prisons and Punishment; to con¬ 
sist of live members. 

14. On Military ; to consist of live members. 

15. On Temperance ; to consist of live members. 

16. On Engrossed Bills ; to consist of three members. 

17. On Enrolled Bills ; to consist of three members. 

18. On Revision of the Journal; to consist of live mem¬ 
bers, whose duty it shall be to examine in reference to each 
bill or resolution finally passed by the General Assembly, 
and report whether the journal contains the entries in refer¬ 
ence thereto required by the constitution. 

19. On Rules, to consist of six members. 

41. Bills on third reading, postponed to a day certain, 
shall take precedence on such day, and from day to day 
thereafter until disposed of, of bills on third reading, and 
the precedence of such postponed bills shall be in the order 
of their postponement respectively, and no bill shall be 
made a special order except by vote of the Senate suspend¬ 
ing the order of business. 

42. No discussion or debate shall be allowed while a 
vote is being taken, except by unanimous consent of the 
Senate. 

43. A motion to lay on the table any amendment or sub¬ 
stitute shall not carry with it the original bill, resolution or 
proposition. 

Mr. Cochran moved to amend rule 22 by striking out "two- 
thirds," and inserting "a majority." 

Lost. 

Mr. Richardson moved to amend by adding an additional 

rule : 

Providing that Cushing's Manual be the authority on all 
points not embraced in the foregoing rules.

The two Houses of the General Assembly proceeded to the 
front of the capitol yesterday, where they received Hon. 

Thomas Seay, the Governor elect of the State of Alabama, 
in accordance with the arrangements of the joint committee. 

Prayer was offered by Dr. J. DeWitt Burkhead. 

Hon. Thomas Seay was then inaugurated as Governor of 
Alabama, by having the oath of office administered by Chief 
Justice Stone of the Supreme Court, after which he delivered 
the following 


INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

Summoned to the performance of my duty as Chief Exec¬ 
utive in the midst of the session of the General Assembly, 

I find you already far advanced in your work, and deeply 
engaged in the consideration of pending measures. 

What I shall have to say to you, therefore, will be ger¬ 
mane to matters which you are already considering, and 
will be more argumentative than suggestive. 

Twelve years ago when the great leader of the virtue and 
intelligence of the State occupied the position of Chief 
Magistrate contemplating the ruin which had been wrought, 
he cried, "the State needs rest." 

The condition which wrung this cry from him was ap¬ 
parent: Our taxes were oppressive, the exchequer was 
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empty—our creditors were clamorous—our property had 
been destroyed. 

The blessed sun rose, but it shone on fields fenceless and 
fallow, it kissed our silent streams, the ordained water 
ways of a great State, but they flowed idle and unladen to 
the sea. 

Its beams still visited our cities, but they did not brighten 
the hearts of the citizens dismayed by persistent disaster to 
private enterprise, and by the prospect of municipal bank¬ 
ruptcy. It glorified in its midday splendors our mountains, 
a princely treasury provided by kind Nature, and yet in 
calm patience they restfully awaited the coming of their 
king. 

The last rays of the setting sun fell on the fairest terri¬ 
tory of the earth, which was " wronged only by man’s op¬ 
pression," and the pall of the night was relief to the dark 
vision of the day. 

Our people harassed by the sad experience of fourteen 
years, covering years of war, of failure and of outrage were be¬ 
coming discontented and unsettled, and many contemplated 
with patience the grim alternative of exile, of expatriation. 

But, reflecting on the triumphs of our past, we gathered 
courage from our dangers, and wisdom from our embarrass¬ 
ments, and now we, having dealt with them as men, stand 
in the calm morning of what promises to be a long day of 
prosperity and of peace. 

Twelve years of economy, of forbearance, of fidelity and 
of faith, of considerate and prudent legislation, of en¬ 
lightened expounding of our laws, and of impartial execu¬ 
tion of them, has given to the State the needed rest, and 
has brought us face to face with the responsible problem of 
a great and glorious future. 

There has never been an hour in our history when the 
rights and immunities of every citizen in this State has 
been so well assured to him. 

Law is as inviolate and as potential in political, civil or 
social development as in physical growth or development. 

A free State like a free man, is the development of the gen¬ 
erations, and the one or the other resents any imposition, 
whether attempted by fraud or force, and the measure of 
resistance can not be precisely and accurately applied. 

When the Union of the States was to be restored, reason 
ordered that each State should return under the guide and 
leadership of its intelligence and its virtue. This manifest 
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command was not only disobeyed, but the antithesis of it 
was attempted, and in the track of its execution followed 
as a penalty of violated law all the ills of what .is termed 
"Reconstruction." 


MONUMENT. 

The resumption of authority by the enlightened, the 
ever faithful and courageous manhood of the State, fol¬ 
lowed by its continued ascendency for a decade, has accom¬ 
plished more towards a fair, just and Christian adjustment 
of our difficult condition, than could have been accom¬ 
plished by all the annies of the planet in the panoply of 
modern warfare. 

What qualities have characterized a government under 
which these achievements have been won ? Foresight, 
providence, conservatism, economy, useful, indeed essential 
to the creation of this happy estate, they are imperatively 
demanded for its preservation and its extension. 

Faithful public servants have furnished to us an account 
of the fiscal condition of the State, and this will be your 
guide in making the necessary appropriations for the sup¬ 
port of the government, and in fixing the tax rate to be 
levied upon our property. Heretofore our pledges have 
been kept; economy and retrenchment have justified a con¬ 
tinually reducing tax rate ; but we are to remember that 
the rate is still larger than we would have it, and that we 
are not yet enjoying the fruition of our anticipated pros¬ 
perity. 

Two measures are before you looking to a large appro¬ 
priation of the public funds, the one to erect a monument 
of marble to commemorate the deeds of our gallant dead, 
and the other to continue an inadequate provision for those 
who were their comrades. We are told that in the ancient 
civilization there were those who doubted the wisdom of 
erecting monuments in commemoration of the triumphs of 
civil strife, and, indeed, that at one time, some of those that 
had been erected, were razed to the earth. However this 
may be, certain it is that the just claims of the survivors of 
a great conflict are to be preferred to any claim which the 
glory of the cause can make upon us. 

There is nothing desired to be remembered of Gettysburg 
or of the Wilderness, save the heroism of those who gave 
to the dull earth such immortal baptism. The world is 
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more than the resting place of what we call man ; it is a 
great tablet, on which his achievements inscribe themselves 
with the stylus of impartial history. The marble lion of 
Thermopylae has long since crumbled into dust, but the 
tramp of the immortals is distinctly heard, and the war cry 
of Leonidas still resounds in our ears. 

The memories of our splendid military history are with 
us always, but the survivors of the broken ill-starred and 
heroic bands who followed our flaming signal, are fast an¬ 
swering to the final roll call. Here and there, all over the 
county, in sad contrast with their gallant antagonists on 
whom the saved Republic lavishes her wealth, are to be 
seen the scarred, the maimed, and aging figures of the 
survivors of the Confederate soldiery. 

By the free will offering of private contribution, let the 
monument pierce the rolling clouds, and fasten its kiss 
upon the azure skies, but never, until the last sacred obliga¬ 
tion to those who were once the comrades of the gallant 
dead, has been recognized, should any appropriation be 
made in aid of this glorious commemoration. 

PUBLIC ROADS 

No subject is more interesting to the people of this State 
than that of mending the public roads. The hand of in¬ 
dividual proprietorship is over the railroads and the tele¬ 
graph lines. They are high ways in a qualified sense, but 
on the public roads every man meets every other man his 
equal in honor and proprietorship. They are indeed the 
common heritage of man. 

The evil complained of as to the roads of the State, in 
my opinion, is to be found in the system itself. Whenever 
any work of gravity is to be perfonned, under the laws 
which civilization has developed, it is committed to men 
who, by long continuance in work of that character, have 
become expert or skillful in it. The law of the division of 
labor is entirely disregarded in the system of working the 
public roads of this State, and the remedy can only be had 
in the refonnation of the system. 

The public roads of the State will never be satisfactorily 
worked until a road tax in the several counties shall be au¬ 
thorized by the constitution and the money used in ap¬ 
plying skilled and supervised and paid labor to the im¬ 
provement of the public roads of the State. 
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I am aware that the vote on the constitutional amend¬ 
ment last August indicated an unwillingness on the part of 
the electors to make this great change. I advocated it, 
however, whenever it was my privilege to address my fellow 
citizens, and I have not yet changed my convictions on this 
important subject. 


MARRIED WOMEN. 

The condition of our Laws regulating the estates of mar¬ 
ried women, impeaches the wisdom and justice of law mak¬ 
ing power. 

The doctrine of the common law, which merged the 
estate of the wife into that of the husband, has been very 
justly delegated to the mythology of jurisprudence, but the 
complete and intelligible system of our ancestors em¬ 
phasizes the defects of that unhannonious system which 
exists in Alabama. 

The proposition that the husband's proprietorship of the 
wife's property is essential to the integrity, the unity, or 
the harmony of the marriage state, is not supported by 
reason or revelation. 

The beautiful superstructure of domestic felicity, which, 
without regard to rank or condition, rears itself in the 
households of the civilized world, requires no such sordid 
guaranty ; it has a higher and a purer assurance, in these 
sentiments of the human heart, which are not to be coupled 
with the name of money, and which are regnant in a king¬ 
dom foreign to it. 

The Holy Scriptures may be cited in favor of the common 
law rules, but I am quite sure that "They twain shall be 
one flesh," no more by its spirit than by its letter, was 
spoken or written of things entirely earthly. The ideal 
happiness of Isaac and Rebecca, had no relation to the 
ownership of the camels. The opinion entertained by many 
that the concession which, in the progress of civilization, 
has been made by man to woman as to her property rights, 
has impaired the resultant of conjugal happiness, is an 
error largely growing out of the tendency to glorify the 
past at the expense of the present. 

Can any man doubt when he considers the family relation 
from the time when the father of the family held in his 
hand the power of life and death, over the wife and the 
children, until this benign period, when the wife has per- 
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sonal rights which a husband is bound to respect—can any 
one doubt that civilization has added happiness to the 
family circle ? 

The steam engine and the telegraph lines would simply 
have no place among savages In the present state of the 
world these instruments are essential to human happiness. 

Patriarchism has been a great social and civil instituti- 
tion ; the family, as recognized by the laws of Great Britain, 
to-day is in the full and natural growth of this ancient in¬ 
stitution, and is a greater factor in society, in government 
and in religion. 

The day has never existed in this world before this day 
when the chastity of women was so universal; that chastity 
which exists for virtue's sake and not because of bolts and 
bars. 

Nor do these modern innovations effeminate mankind ; 
national power is not thereby impaired. 

England has modified the ancient system, and there never 
has been a time when the dominant and the ever conquering 
race of the earth has attained such a height of imperial power. 

In this day and generation, when all nature, animate 
and inanimate, seem instinct with universal knowledge, we 
can make no greater mistake than in supposing that man 
monopolizes the energy and wisdom of the earth. 

I would not be considered as favoring the married wo¬ 
man’s law as it exists to-day in Alabama. It is the result 
of the work of different epochs and it is largely patchwork. 

It furnishes a means of fraud to the wicked, and it is a 
snare to the unwary. The whole subject must be rewritten. 

The rights of the husband in the wife's property and the 
rights of the wife in the husband's property, the claims of 
the husband to the earnings of the wife, his responsibility 
for her conduct, the law of descent and distribution, and of 
conveyancing, are some of the incidental questions which 
need at one time, then and there to be considered by the 
law-making power when this chapter is written. 

We have in front of us the enlightened examples not only 
of Mississipi, but of the great States of Massachusetts and 
of New York, and in a manner of England. For these 
reasons I am constrained to oppose any movement looking 
to a return to the doctrines of the common law on this sub¬ 
ject, and I shall hereafter, as heretofore, favor legislation in 
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the direction pointed out by the finger-board of humane and 
intelligent progress. 


CONVICT QUESTION. 

A great interest gathers about what is called the convict 
question in this State. 

Involuntary servitude, except for crime, is forbidden by 
our organic law, and for crime it is expressly authorized 
and is sanctioned by reason and humanity. 

Competition between any form of involuntary servitude 
and free labor is unavoidable. Whether the convict works 
in the mines, in the fields, or in the walls of the peniten¬ 
tiary ; whether engaged in private enterprise, or on the 
public works of the State, he still performs the labor which 
would otherwise be performed by a freeman. The conflict 
cannot be repressed except by the abolition of involuntary 
servitude as a punishment for crime or by the total suppres¬ 
sion of crime. 

The former is forbidden by the statecraft and philan¬ 
thropy, and the latter yet exists only in the dream of the 
optimist. 

If crime be a disease, it is a disease which requires heroic 
treatment; a treatment which shall have regard, not only 
to the recovery of the criminal, but which shall exemplify 
also the terrors of transgression. 

However, these men, manacled by crime, are delivered to 
us, and a load of responsibility and care rests on our shoul¬ 
ders. The first and great injunction is, that at every mo¬ 
ment of the enforced servitude the watchful eye of the 
master—the State—shall be over and upon the convict. 

Constant and complete supervision is necessary, and the 
massing of the convicts is essential to the fulfilment of this 
commandment. Any system which would disperse the con¬ 
victs over the State would impair the work of supervision, 
and any system which would bring all the convicts more 
nearly together would simplify the problem of supervision 
and tend to a better penal plan. 

Subsidiary to this, humanity and the consistency of your 
penal system should require that no convict shall be en¬ 
gaged in any fonn of labor which of itself is fatal to the 
life of the convict, to the end that being sentenced to hard 
labor, he shall not be condemned to a slow but certain 
death. 
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This is to be accomplished by rigid, skillful, and fearless 
inspection, and by a separate establishment for the working 
of those who are ascertained to be too feeble in body for 
the hard work to which the average, convict is justly con¬ 
demned. 

At the same place could and should be gathered by the 
sentence of your merciful courts, all those criminals whose 
youth or the character of whose offense may justify the 
expectation of refonn. 

CRIMINAL ADMINISTRATION. 

One of the greatest evils of our day is an exaggeration 
of the cardinal sin. Thinking of "mint, of anise and of cu¬ 
min," the weightier matters of the law, judgment, mercy, 
faith, peace of mind, a good conscience are apt to be for¬ 
gotten. The love of money, the root of all evil, gathers 
men together, and incites them to a wild struggle for wealth. 
The advance of true education will, I doubt not, vindicate 
the great truth that neither poverty nor riches is to be de¬ 
sired, but in the meantime we are to see that our laws shall 
restrain the crimes which are sure to proceed from the haste 
to be rich. 

The line which separates the dark gamester and the mere 
speculator is very narrow indeed. Given the public trust 
and the transition from speculation to peculation is easy. 
Peculation must be suppressed. We have not been without 
signal illustration of this great crime. Let us guard the 
future. 

Under our system the grand jury constitutes, the font of 
criminal administration and your laws can only be executed 
through and by a thorough qualification of your grand and 
petit jurors. Your circuit judges may be impartial, they 
may be learned, they may be faithful and brave, but the 
last and final issue of justice is determined in the jury room. 

We purpose to redress private injuries and public wrongs 
through our courts. We are sworn to manacle the hand of 
personal vengeance and to suppress the mob. 

This can be best accomplished by the recognition on all 
sides, that the State and the accused shall have, in all pros- 
cutions, a speedy public trial by an impartial jury of the 
district in which the offence was committed. 

The jury system which prevailed generally in the State of 
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Alabama up to the session of 1884-1885 was very defective. 

At that session of the legislature a law was passed intended 
to secure competent and well qualified jurors, and although 
many defects have been discovered in it by the trial of the 
last two years there can be little doubt but that the general 
features of this law are infinitely superior to those of that 
system which bad, as is well known invited the condemna¬ 
tion of a large portion of the people of this State. With 
some very important amendments and modifications it will 
furnish, I think, a very great improvement on the fonner 
system and as its salient and important features become 
more familiar to our courts, it will commend itself to the 
general favor of the State. 

But experience, observation and reflection have convinced 
me that the detection of crime, the capture of the criminal, 
and his conviction, depend on the skill, the conduct and the 
courage of him, who is in fact the head of the department of 
justice, in every circuit in this State. The action of the 
grand jury in instituting; the prosecution, the action of the 
judge and of the petit jury who determine the issues is very 
largely influenced by the character and the conduct of the 
solicitor. He should be, as it were, double natured for the 
poor, for the friendless, for the oppressed, he should wear 
the heart and the hand of a gentle woman ; but. for the 
monster vice, for the quarrelsome, for the malicious, he 
should have a heart of flint, and every other quality of the 
man should he ennobled by that sense of justice which char¬ 
acterizes every elevated soul. He must confront in your 
courts the very ablest of your lawyers, and it is necessary, 
therefore, that he should measure well up to the standard 
of the legal profession, his zeal in presenting the cause of 
the people should be inspired by his duty and his profes¬ 
sional pride. No man is fit to occupy this position whose 
diligence and fidelity in a criminal prosecution could be en¬ 
hanced by the desire for gain. 

The system which measures his compensation by his 
convictions is radically wrong. It is an embarrassment to a 
good and a great man, for it takes from "his achievements, 
when perfonned at height, the pith and matrew of his at¬ 
tribute," and to the weak, the covetous, the evil disposed, 
it constitutes a temptation too strong to be resisted. 

A liberal salary should be attached to this great office, 
payable out of the State treasury, and the present fees 
should be collected and covered into it. He should be 
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required, under adequate penalties, to attend every final trail 
of felony had in his circuit, and if necessary for that 
purpose, the number of the circuits should be increased and 
unnecessary county courts abolished. 

It is not believed that this plan will entail any addi¬ 
tional expense, but if I am wrong m this, I feel confident 
that the expenditure of money will constitute an investment 
which will, in the end, redo and to the promotion of the 
very highest and best interest of the State. 

EDUCATION. 

But of all the great questions with which the statesman¬ 
ship of this county must deal that of educating the present 
and future generation of children is by far the most impor¬ 
tant. These children, whether they be the offspring of 
the vagrant, or of the honest and laboring poor, together with 
your children, constitute the spring of all the hopes, and 
let it not be forgotten, of the dangers of the republic. 

Ours is either a democratic government, or it is a sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal. 

If it be a democraticy, it is a government in which the 
sovereign power resides in the whole people, who exercise 
it by a system of representation and delegation. Every 
fonn of extensive government is necessarily representative 
and delegated. 

Given the character of your potentate, and it is easy to 
determine the character of the representatives of the im¬ 
perial power, and so in a free democracy, when the intelli¬ 
gence and virtue of the electors is given, it is easy to deter¬ 
mine the virtue and intelligence of the representatives of the 
people, and is to forecast the character of the government. 

The constitution of this State establishes what is com¬ 
monly known as manhood suffrage, and it is out of the 
power of the legislature to qualify its exercise—even if it 
had any disposition to do so. 

The Census Bureau of 1880 reports to the world that in 
a voting population in Alabama of about 260,000 there are 
about 121,000 electors who cannot write, and that there are 
within the borders of this State, in a total population of 
1,262,000 souls, about 371,009 persons over the age of 10 
years who cannot read. 

The State has not failed to do her duty. We would 
blazon it to the world that we do appropriate about one- 
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third of our revenue to the cause of public education, and 
yet we recognize that the State has not the ability to meet 
this great exigency. 

Where is the responsibility and where is the remedy? 
The responsibility is with the federal government, which 
by paramount force executed a decree of debasement on our 
suffrage and of destruction on our property—an edict which 
quadrupled the illiteracy of our citizenship and reduced 
our property from a grand total of about six hundred and 
fifty millions of dollars to the narrow figures of over hund¬ 
red and fifty millions. 

But, some one says the constitution of the United States 
is in the way, and immediately, while the children are wint¬ 
ering in ignorance, starving for the bread of life, everybody 
begins to cudgel his brains about the constitution of 
the United States. 

The constitution of the, United States is not a channed 
parchment, an amulet or an exorcism, nor was it intended 
to unbind the range of debate or to serve as a foil to mas¬ 
terly intellectual digladiations. 

It is a practical instrument of writing intended to pre¬ 
serve the just rights of the States and those of the Federal 
Government, to the great and supreme end that the govern¬ 
ment of the people, by the people, shall be maintained 
forever. By its birth and by its history, by its letter and 
by its spirit, it should by strictly construed with reference 
to the exercise of its delegated powers, but of course it 
should be intelligently construed. 

Traditions indeed are sacred, but we are not to reject the 
commandments that we may keep a tradition. 

The tradition of Corban was authentic, but it was absurd, 
and it needed only a ray of light to make it fade as a streak 
of morning cloud. 

The right of the federal government to appropriate mon¬ 
ey to the use of the State, as distinguished from the au¬ 
thority to apply it in the State, is confidently claimed, and it 
is believed to be expressly authorized by the learning of 
the fathers. 

But whatever may come of this claim of the State, we 
will keep the faith ; we will continue a gradual reduction of 
the tax rate ; we will out of our savings continue to nurture 
our public schools. War has been the bloody and expen¬ 
sive arbitrament of the past; the advance of true enlight -

ment, the triumphs of mind, are daily binding in a closer 
brotherhood the great family of man. 

" Let the soldier be abroad if he will; he can do nothing 
in this age. There is another personage, a personage less 
imposing in the eyes of some, perhaps insignificant. The 
schoolmaster is abroad, and I trust to him, armed with his 
primer, against the soldier in full military array." 

And yet we would not disparage the military arm of the 
State; it must be upheld. The soldier is only in the back 
ground, but there he stands, representing, after all our 
hopes, the arbitrament to which ignorance and the untaught 
passions of man may yet drive us. 

The coming questions, as they advance on us, put on a 
horrid front. Capital lifts its heels against labor, and labor 
madly threatens with anarchy. Civil government, pointing 
to the school house and the court room, advances still 
further and offers amicable adjustment and delegates learned, 
skillful and courageous commissions who make these issues 
a constant study and who are offered as a Daysman between 
the warring interests. 

Back and behind all, however, in the remote distance we 
believe, in the " Never, never," let us trust, is the Gatling 
gun and the bayonet and the silent figure of the man on 
horseback. 


PERORATION. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

You sit here, the worthy successors in a line greater than 
that of kings—the truly anointed tribunes of a free self- 
governing people. 

Across the stonny Atlantic, through a, trackless wilder¬ 
ness amid the sickening exhalations of neglected and decay¬ 
ing nature, amid famine and pestilence and war to this good 
hour have our predecessors brought our beloved State. 

The present is secure. The future rests in your counsel, 
your purpose and your courage. 

Yours the duty to prepare and promulgate the laws, it is 
mine to see that they are executed. 

We are the heirs of not only the beat territory between 
the two seas but we are the heirs of the grand resultant of 
the virtue and intelligence of the infinite past. 

We will press forward in the work of material develop¬ 
ment until the State is threaded with railway, pulsates with 
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electric communications, and until every inch of ground 
maintains its man, but we will not forget that underneath 
this great superstructure of material wealth, even support¬ 
ing your organic law, must forever abide, as the chief 
corner stone of all, the moral character of our manhood and our 
womanhood.

Not high raised battlement or labored mound, 

Thick wall, or moated gate, 

Not cities proud with spires, and turrets crowned, 

Not bays and broad ann ports, 

Not starred and spangled courts. 

No ; men—high minded men." 

Ay, and women too ! 

Women like Diana, and men like Christ.

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MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 

December 3, 1886. 

Mr. President: 

The House has passed the bill, 

s. 62. To amend sections 13 and 14 of an act to provide 
for the regulation of railroad companies and persons opera¬ 
ting railroads in this State, approved Feb. 26, 1881. 

And has concurred in the report of the conference com¬ 
mittee in regard to the disagreement of the two Houses on the bill, 

H. B. 17. To re-enact sections 3286, 3287 and 3288 of the 
Code of 1876, as to the county of Henry. 

And has originated and passed the following bills : 

H. B. 154. To regulate the practice of pharmacy, and the 
sale of poisons in cities and towns of more than five hun¬ 
dred inhabitants, in the State of Alabama. 

H. B. 112. To prevent camp hunting in Cullman county, 
Alabama. 

H. B. 39. To amend an act entitled an act to amend sec¬ 
tion 4203 of the Code, approved March 1, 1881. 

H. b. 177. To require the court of county commissioners 
of Washington county to divide said county into four elec¬ 
tion beats or precincts, and that each beat or precinct shall 
elect one commissioner, who shall be an inhabitant of the 
beat from which he may be elected. 

H. B. 19. To provide for the service of process on per¬ 
sons or corporations using or operating the railroad of any 
railroad corporation created by the laws of this State in cert¬ 
ain cases. 

H. B. 262. To fix the time and regulate the holding of 
the circuit courts of Tuscaloosa, Sumter, Pickens and 
Greene counties. 

H. B. 394. To re-enact sections 3286, 3287 and 3288 of 
the Code of 1876, so far as it relates to Wilcox, Macon, 
Chambers and Washington counties.

To authorize the board of revenue of Mont¬ 
gomery county to issue bonds of said county for an amount 
not exceeding fifty thousand dollars, for the purpose of 
building an addition to the court-house of said county, and 
for enlarging and improving the same, and for paying for 
the erection of a county jail in said county. 

And has concurred in the Senate amendments to the 

bills, 

H. B. 316. To provide for the assessment and collection 
of taxes in the counties of Lee, Randolph, Tallapoosa and 
Pickens, for the years 1887 and 1888. 

Also, 

H. B. 30. To prohibit the sale, giving away, or otherwise 
disposing of vinous, spirituous or malt liquors, intoxicating 
bitters, or cordials, or fruits preserved in alcoholic liquors, 
within four miles of Vienna Methodist church, at New 
Hope, in Madison county, Alabama. 

Also, 

H. B. 162. To make appropriations for the payment of 
sheriffs for feeding prisoners, and for removal of prisoners 
for the years ending September 30th, 1885, and September 
30th, 1886, respectively, and to pay for stationery and 
stamps for the year ending September 30th, 1886, the ap¬ 
propriation for the purposes named for said years having 
been exhausted. 

Also,

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate: 

I herewith transmit to you the report of the Inspectors 
of convicts for this State, for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 
1886, and invite your attention to it. 

In my judgment great significance attaches to that por¬ 
tion of the document which reminds us of our want of con- 
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trol over those who are sentenced by your courts to hard 
labor for the county. Supervision, without control, is 
helpless, and I recommend that the authority now exer¬ 
cised over the State convicts be extended so that it shall 
cover the county convicts as well, to the end that the 
abuses which have been discovered may be remedied. 

I also transmit to you the report of the Attorney General 
of the business of that office for the two years ending Oct. 

1, 1886. The report seems to have been deferred for the 
reason that certain subsidiary reports to the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral himself had been delayed. Your attention is respect¬ 
fully invited to the consideration of the report.

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REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE THE CODE. 

By leave, Mr. Richardson, from the joint committee to 
examine the Code, submitted the following : 

To the General Assembly of Alabama : 

The joint committee appointed by the two Houses to con¬ 
sider and revise the manuscript prepared by the commis¬ 
sioners to codify the statutes of the State, have had the 
same under consideration, and report that they have read 
every section of the manuscript and compared it, as carefully 
as the limited time would allow, with the original statutes. 

The commissioners have re-written the chapters on pub¬ 
lic printing, exemptions, education, corporations, the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama, the Agricultural and Mechanical Col¬ 
lege, guardian and ward, and estates of decedents, with very 
great improvement by reason of the re-writting, especially 
so in the case of exemptions, education and corporations. 

The committee found that in re-writing the law of ex¬ 
emptions, they had provided that persons might claim the 
same property as exempt from levy and sale, under process 
issued on judgments founded upon a tort, as heretofore they 
were allowed to claim from contract debts. That statute up 
to this time has been confined within the tenns of the con¬ 
stitution on that subject, and the committee thought it un¬ 
wise to extend exemptions to all torts, and, as there is great 
difficulty to discriminate between the different classes of 
torts, and very great injustice might be done by an attempt 
to so discriminate, the committee changed the manuscript 
so as to allow exemptions only for contracts as provided in 
the constitution. The commissioners had also provided 
that the widow and minor children of an insolvent decedent, 
should only take a life estate in the property set apart to 
them as exempt. This change the committee did not ap¬ 
prove, and restored the law to where it now is, that is, giv¬ 
ing the widow and minor children of an insolvent decedent, 
an absolute title in and to the property set apart to them as 
exempt from administration and the payment of debts. 

The commissioners, in codifying the statute fixing the 
liability of employers, for injuries received by their servants 
while in the discharge of their duty, changed the statute so 
as to require suit for the injury, when it resulted in the 
death of the servant, to be brought in the name of the per¬ 
sonal representative. As the Supreme Court had decided 
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that the sureties on the bond of an executor or administra¬ 
tor were not liable for any misappropriation of any sum 
that he might recover, for injuries which resulted in the 
death of his intestate, it became necessary, in order to pro¬ 
tect the widow and children against improvidence and 
wrongful acts of the administrator, to provide by law that 
the sureties on the executor’s or administrator’s bond should 
be liable for the proper distribution, to those entitled 
thereto, of all sums that the administrator might collect 
from persons or corporations wrongfully causing the death 
of his testator or intestate, and they therefore amended the 
section which defined the conditions of an executor’s or ad¬ 
ministrator’s bond, and fixed the liability of sureties thereon, 
so as to cure this defect. 

Sections 1623, 1624, 1625, 1626, 1627 and 1628 were en¬ 
acted long prior to the constitution of 1875, and are in con¬ 
flict with the provisions of the constitution, in that, that 
they provide for the condemnation and taking of property, 
for a road, without having first made just compensation 
therefor. In order to provide a simple constitutional mode, 
by which new roads can be opened and old roads changed, 
the committee re-wrote sections 1623, 1624 and 1625, which 
necessitated the striking out of all of sections 1626, 1627 and 
1628, thus making the statute conform to the constitution. 

Section 1496 was enacted at a time when slavery existed 
in this State. Upon the abolition of slavery it became use¬ 
less, and for this reason the committee struck out the whole 
section. 

Section 2935 of the Code imposed upon persons suing 
corporations the duty of making affidavits in certain cases, 
whereas the constitution expressly guarantees the right to 
have service on a corporation by serving the summons on 
any agent thereof. The committee thought that it was 
best to put on restriction upon the right of the citizen in 
any case where the constitution did not impose it. For 
this reason the whole of section 2750 was stricken out, and 
the other sections co-related thereto were re-written so as 
to supply this gap. 

Section 2439 prevented an appeal by the State in all cases 
to vacate charters and actions against persons from usurp¬ 
ing or intruding into office. As these are very important 
subjects, in which the rights of the citizen are very fre¬ 
quently drawn in question, the committee thought best to 
give the State a right to appeal from any adverse judgment 
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of the court below, and therefore struck out the whole of 
that section. 

Section 3411 came down from a time when there were 
banks of issue in the State, and when those banks had a 
right to move for a summary judgment against any debtor. 

This section gave to the surety, who had paid the debt of 
his principal to such a bank, the right to use the same rem¬ 
edy against his principal or co-surety. As that system of 
banking has passed away, and probably forever, it was 
thought best to strike out this remedy, as it is obsolete. 

Section 4959 was a part of the law which allowed persons 
to be imprisoned for debt, and as that system has been en¬ 
tirely abrogated by the provisions of the constitution since 
adopted, and by the decisions of our Supreme Court there¬ 
on, it was stricken out for that reason. 

The commissioners had introduced into the convict law 
a new section, number 1140 of their manuscript, which 
provided that the inspectors, physician and chaplain of 
convicts should only be removed by impeachment proceed¬ 
ings in the Supreme court. As the statue which gave to 
the Governor the absolute power to remove all of these 
officers is not yet quite two years old, and as it was passed 
to remedy a serious defect which had existed in the law up 
to that time, and as it was intended to lodge in the hands 
of the Governor the power to rid the convict system of in¬ 
efficient officers, which might not be done by impeachment 
proceedings, the committee did not thi nk it wise to change 
a statute which had not been the law two years, and which 
has worked no injury whatever to any official connected 
with the system. Therefore, the committee struck out 
said section, and left the law as it now is, that is, with the 
power in the Governor to remove these officers when the 
public good requires it. 

The commissioners had also framed and introduced a 
section in the criminal code, numbered 206, which punished 
as a criminal any officer, State, county or municipal, who 
was charged with any duty in reference to special taxes, for 
a neglect or refusal to perform that duty. As this section 
might be used for the purpose of oppressing county and 
other municipal corporations, and was without authority of 
any statute of the State, the committee struck it out, deem¬ 
ing it best to allow so radical a change to be only made by 
the legislature itself. 

The chapter in the Code on the subject of immigration 
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under contract, being directly in conflict with the Act of 
Congress on this subject, the committee struck out the 
whole of that chapter ; and as the chapter on regulations of 
the Harbor of Mobile, and ships and seamen, is confined ex¬ 
clusively to that locality, it was deemed best not to print 
that chapter in the Code, but to provide expressly that it 
should not be repealed, and that five hundred copies should 
be printed for use. 

In re-writing the statutes, the commissioners frequently, 
and with great skill, have condensed and made far clearer 
very many sections in the Code, so much so, that it would 
be utterly impossible for the committee to point out to the 
legislature, intelligibly, these changes. But with the ex¬ 
ception of those changes which have been referred to above 
the commissioners have confined themselves to reducing the 
statutes to a harmonious whole. To do this well, they have 
frequently introduced sections that have no corresponding 
sections in the Code of 1876, or the statutes passed since, 
but which were rendered absolutely necessary in order to 
perfect the system and to cure defects in the statutes, many 
of which had been pointed out from time to time by the 
supreme court. 

The committee conceiving that their duty did not author¬ 
ize or require them to introduce new legislation, or to 
change existing statutes, were content to correct any errors 
and omissions that were made in transcribing and codifying 
the statutes. Many of these changes consist in inserting 
one or two words, or in striking out one or two words, or 
substituting a proper for an improper word, so that it 
would be impossible for the committee to point out, intelli¬ 
gibly, these changes and corrections. 

The committee incorporated the Act passed by the pres¬ 
ent session of the legislature prescribing a different mode 
for the selection of railroad commissioners, in the statute 
which the commissioners had codified, and also incorpor¬ 
ated at the proper place all of the amendments enacted 
at the present sesssion to the law levying taxes for the use 
of the State and counties. 

The committee re-wrote the law governing the Alabama 
State troops, leaving out all that part of it that was useless 
and impracticable, and supplying its place with provisions 
that experience has demonstrated were necessary to an effi¬ 
cient government and discipline of the State troops. Un¬ 
less the State troops are governed and disciplined accord- 
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ing to law, and by laws and regulations which are easy of 
application, it would be far better to have no troops at all, 
for badly disciplined troops are on better than a mob. 

After carefully reviewing the work of the commissioners, 
and weighing it as thoroughly as the time would admit, the 
committee is of the opinion that if the Code is well printed 
and well indexed, that it will be by far the best Code, or re¬ 
vision of the statutes of Alabama, that has ever been pub¬ 
lished. 

The commissioners did not have the citations and anno¬ 
tations completed, nor did they begin work upon the index 
until about ten days ago. The committee, therefore, could 
not pass upon the index, nor upon the annotations and cita¬ 
tions, nor had the committee time to do so if these had 
been ready. 

The committee have prepared an Act to adopt the Code, 
and an Act to provide for its publication and distribution, 
and an Act to pay the expenses of the committee. 

All of which are herewith submitted.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR, 

By his private secretary, Jas. K. Jackson. 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Montgomery, Ala., February 10, 1887. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate : 

I invite your attention to the consideration of the claim 
of the State to the swamp and overflowed lands within its 
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limits, and in the same connection to any claims which the 
State may have against the United States. 

By reference to page 535 of the acts of 1872-3, it will be 
seen that the State asserted a claim supposed to be due 
from the United States to the State of Alabama on account 
of lands in this State disposed of by military warrants and 
land script issued for military services in the wars of the 
United States, and by joint resolution, approved March 18, 
1873, authorized the Governor to appoint an agent to assert 
and enforce said claim. 

Subsequently on the 12th of February, 1879, by an act of 
that date—see page 198 of the Acts of 1878-9—the State 
did further authorize the Governor to employ, under written 
contract, such agent or agents as he might deem necessary, 
under the present or any future act or acts of Congress to 
select and locate any swamp and overflowed lands thereto¬ 
fore granted, or that might thereafter be granted to the State 
by the Congress of the United States. 

It will be noticed that the Governor, by this legislation, 
was expressly limited to the employment of any agent, ex¬ 
cept for a remuneration to be contingent on his success in 
prosecuting the said claim. 

In December, 1879, Governor Cobb entered into a con¬ 
tract with John H. Caldwell, of Calhoun county, Alabama, 
whereby he was engaged on a contingent remuneration of 
25 per cent, to prosecute, not only the claims specifically 
described in the legislation heretofore set forth, but gener¬ 
ally " to examine into and ascertain what amounts are due 
from the United Status to the State of Alabama on account 
of grants heretofore made or to be hereafter made by Con¬ 
gress to said State, and as such agent to receive and receipt 
in the name of the State, for all amounts which may be 
paid by the United States, as now due to the State of 
Alabama, on account hereinbefore mentioned, and to locate 
all swamp and overflowed lands not heretofore secured and 
located to the State." 

On the 8th day of January, 1885, the agency of the said 
John H. Caldwell was renewed by a contract with Governor 
O’Neal, and Charles M. Shelley was associated with him 
under a contract substantially identical in its tenns. 

Through this agency there were certified to the State on 
the 13th of April, 1886, and the 1st of May, 1886, an area of 
20,009 36-100 acres of swamp lands indemnity script in lieu 
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of swamp and overflowed lands which had been taken up 
under military warrants. 

Under the administration of Governor O’Neal one-fourth 
of this script was transferred to the agent, and the balance 
of the script, under the authority given to me at this ses¬ 
sion, has been located on the public domain. 

On the 8th of December, 1886, there was certified to the 
State 13,875 and 55-100 acres of land as swamp and over¬ 
flowed lands, to one-fourth of which the agent of the State 
is entitled, and which will be transferred to him under the 
contract. 

It will be noticed those claims which have been realized 
were covered by legislation which authorized their prose¬ 
cution, and the agent of the State, under a contract which 
seems to exceed the authority of the statute, has been pros¬ 
ecuting the claim of the State to the 5 per cent, of the net 
proceeds of all public lands sold by the United States lying 
within the limits of the State, which have heretofore been 
withheld on account of what is known as the war tax ap¬ 
portioned by the Federal government to the State of Ala- 
ama, and certain other claims, which may substantially 
supplement our school fund. 

The contract whereby Mr. Caldwell undertook this work, 
was entered into at a time when many difficulties seemed to 
be in the way of a successful prosecution of these claims, 
and when much expense was supposed to be incident there¬ 
to, and therefore the authorities were unwilling to make 
anything other than a contract for remuneration contingent 
on a successful event, and wherein the agent was required 
to bear all the expenses. 

The subject is submitted to you for your consideration in 
order that some arrangement may be made for the further 
prosecution of these claims which are not covered by pre¬ 
vious legislation, or for such action in the premises as your 
counsel may devise. 

I herewith append a copy of the contract with Governor 
O’NEAL, and a copy of the report of the agent, Mr. John H. 
Caldwell, of date 30th of October, 1886, and also a copy of 
the opinion of the Attorney General.

THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 

Was read as follows : 

STATE OF ALABAMA, 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

Montgomery, Ala., Feb. 18, 1887. 

To the Honorable the General Assembly of Alabama : 

I herewith transmit to you a communication received at 
this office from the Governor of the commonwealth of Virginia. 

It reminds us that there has been constituted in the city 
of Richmond a home for ex-Confederate soldiers, and that 
this noble enterprise, at once a monument to the dead and 
an honor to the living, has been principally supported by 
Virginia and Virginians. 

We are told by his Excellency, the Governor of Virginia, 
that among the battle scarred veterans who are closing their 
honorable days under the shelter of this institution, there 
are two from our own State, and you are asked, after verify¬ 
ing the statements of the letter—if any verification be 
necessary—to appropriate the sum of $240 per annum for 
the support of the two veterans who there answer to the 
name of Alabamians.

To His Excellency, Governor of the State of Alabama : 

My Dear Sir—I have the honor to infonn you that a home 
for ex-Confederate soldiers was formally opened here in 
May, 1885. Since that time the number of men received 
has amounted to one hundred and fifty, and there are now 
on the rolls 127 soldiers. The money to build this home 
was raised by "The R. E. Lee Camp," of Richmond, Va., 
an association of ex-Confederate soldiers ; the total amount 
obtained was $52,000, and of that amound Richmond con¬ 
tributed about $30,000. 

The Grand Army Posts of the United States have volun¬ 
tarily contributed to this fund about $8,000. We have at 
present soldiers from the nine following Southern States, 
viz : 

South Carolina 7, Texas 1, Georgia 2, Mississippi 1, 

North Carolina 6, Tennessee 2, Alabama 2, Florida 1, 
and Louisiana 1. 

The only income we have is $10,000, which is annually 
appropriated by the State of Virginia. This home contains 
thirty-six acres of land, and has ample buildings for 200 
men. It is completely organized under the superintendency 
of Gen. "Wm. R. Terry, a Confederate veteran of distinction, 
and is thoroughly equipped to take care of in comfort the 
old and helpless soldiers. A large majority of the soldiers 
of this home are totally unable to make any support for 
themselves, most of them being crippled by wounds received 
in battle. In addition to the main buildings, six handsome 
cottages have been erected by different gentlemen, five of 
whom are residents of Richmond, and one of New York. 

By the charter of the association which manages this 
charity, the Governor of each State of the late Confederacy, 
as well as the Governors of the States of Maryland and 
Kentucky, are appointed inspectors. The purpose has been 
to make this a home for all of the Southern States. 

The object of this letter is to show that heretofore it has 
been supported by Virginia and Virginians. The number 
of soldiers at present at the home from your State is (2) two; 
the expense of providing for each soldier in the said home 
is $120 per annum. I write to request that you will call the 
attention of your legislature to the number of inmates from 
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their State in this home, and after verifying the accuracy of 
this report in all particulars, suggest that they appropriate 
a sum sufficient for their maintenance, guarding the appro¬ 
priation by such restrictions as to the legislature may seem 
proper and fit to be imposed.

" That when a defendant in a criminal case, tried before 
a justice of the peace, or a notary public with powers of a 
justice of the peace, is convicted and sentenced to hard la¬ 
bor for the county, or when he pays the fine only upon con¬ 
viction, and when the cost cannot be collected out of the 
defendant, the cost of the justice of the peace, or said no¬ 
tary public, including State witness fees, and the constable 
executing the process in the case, shall be a legal charge 
against the fine and forfeiture fund of Barbour county, af¬ 
ter having been itemized by the respective officers claiming 
the same, and their correctness sworn to before the probate 
judge of said county, and having been registered with the 
county treasurer of said county within twelve months after 
the creation of the claims ; and when so registered, the 
claim shall be a legal claim against the fine and forfeiture 
fund of said county, and be receivable in the payment of 
any fine and forfeiture due said county, and said claims must 
be paid in the order of their registration by the treasurer; 
but these claims shall not interfere with the rights of pay¬ 
ments of registered State witness tickets, payable out of 
the fine and forfeiture fund, as declared in the proviso in 
section four of the act regulating the fine and forfeiture 
fund in said county, approved February 23d, 1883.

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate : 

I return without my approval s. 416, entitled "an act to 
aid the board of trustees of the Peabody school district of 
Alabama to establish within the limits of said district a 
school for elementary industrial training and instruction. " 

The proposition of the bill is that the proceeds of the 
licenses to sell spirituous, vinous or malt liquors in the par¬ 
ticular district referred to in the bill shall be diverted from 
the State treasury and applied to the establishment within 
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the particular district of a school for elementary industrial 
training and instruction. 

The amount of money annually received in the treasury 
Of the State of Alabama, the proceeds of licenses to sell 
spirituous, vinous or malt liquors, approximates one hundred 
thousand dollars, and the system constitutes an important 
source of revenue to the State. 

I have not been able to discover any good reason why 
this particular district should be excepted from the opera¬ 
tion of our general laws cm this subject. It seems to me 
that if the sale of ardent spirits is authorized by the State, 
that the proceeds arising from the licenses should be cov¬ 
ered into the State treasury. 

If the license money accruing in this district shall be ap¬ 
plied to the benefit of the schools in the district, I can see 
no reason why the same privilege may not be claimed by 
any other district in the State. 

I consider that the passage of the bill would establish a 
questionable precedent, and I therefore withhold my appro¬ 
val.

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate: 

I return to you without my approval, Senate bill 374, en¬ 
titled " An act for the relief of William F. Robinson, sheriff 
of Lawrence county." 

The purpose of the bill seems to be to compensate Wil¬ 
liam F. Robinson, who was at the time the sheriff of Law¬ 
rence county, for his expenses incurred on account of the 
enforcement of a requisition of the Governor of the State 
on the Governor of Mississippi for the arrest and return of 
one Bolling, who, it appears, had taken refuge from the jus¬ 
tice of this State into the State of Mississippi. 

The settled policy of this State requires the enforcement 
of requisitions to be made at the expense of those who ap¬ 
ply for them, and no reason whatever has been shown in 
favor of making an exception in the present instance. If 
the enactment of this law should establish a precedent, it 
would entail a very large and hitherto unrecognized liability 
on the part of the State.
